“THERE IS A SOLUTION” 


THE debate on Palestine in the House of Commons at the end of 
last week—a report of which will be found on pages sixty to sixty- 
two in this paper—provides some valuable indications of the trend 
of political thought in this country concerning the problems 
involved in the future of that land. The enthusiastic tributes 
which Member after Member paid to the splendid Jewish achieve- 
ments, which have done so much in cleaning away the appalling 
medieval conditions which existed there prior to the years of 
Zionist effort, cannot fail to provide encouragement for every Jew 
and every British subject when he realises the positive results of 
the great British-Jewish undertaking that has sprung from the 
Balfour Declaration. | 
_ In his extremely able opening speech, the Colonial Secretary, 
While assuring the House that the Government would enter the 
Proposed Arab-Jewish discussions bound by its obligations under 
the Mandate, boldly declared : “‘ Of course, there is a solution.”’ 
That assertion is a salutary corrective to defeatism and a welcome 
reassurance in the face of that debilitating spirit which, born of 
period of flabby and inefficient administration in Palestine, 
would seek to confirm the belief of Britain’s enemies that this 
country has lost its genius for government and its high courage to 
implement its ideals. Mr. MacDonatp’s reminder of the 
imminenee of the Arab-Jewish Conference, and his appeal that 
Members should say nothing to prejudice its chances, of 
necessity affected the whole tone of the debate. Indeed, he 
imself set a wonderful example of judicial impartiality in 
his speech, so that his words provided every assurance that 
none of the parties concerned in the proposed discussions 
heed fear lest -the truth and justice of their points of view be 


Werghed in an uneven balance. That, at least, was the: impression 


that Mr. MacDonatp’s speech would seem to convey to any 
fair-minded hearer, 

On the other hand, while the Jewish attitude to the Palestine 
problem was excellently put by many members, and often phrased 
in words of burning sincerity that must have deeply impressed all 
who heard them, the point of view of the Arabs has never been 
more effectively argued. So that if, impartially considered, the 


problem gives the appearance of a repetition of the age-old 


Struggle between humanitarian progress on the one hand and 
reactionary recalcitrante practising upon ignorance the 
other, that appearance must profoundly affect all unpreju- 
diced students of the subject. When Mr. MAcDONALD 
asserted that “It is not impossible for ordinary Jewish 
and Arab people to live contentedly side by side in 
Palestine,’’ he expressed an opinion which was confirmed with 
illustrations by a number of subsequent speakers, an opinion 
which reflects the view of a majority of Palestine Arabs. But in 
their case the expression of that opinion has only been silenced by 
afoul and merciless terror. It was therefore the more welcome 
to find the necessity for the restoration of law and order and 
consequently the destruction of rebellion accepted almost as an 
axiom. Though the reiteration of this necessity may seem tire- 
some and even ungracious in view of the present military effort, 
yet there ever lurk those mischief-makers anxious to afford to 
banditry and murder the opportunity to bury its weapons ih 
readiness for the next opportunity. 

It was gratifying to note how what may be termed the wider 
view of the Palestine problem is gaining ground in political circles 
~—the view which envisages Palesfine in its true g@ographical, 
economic, and strategic position, as surrounded by vast Arab 
territories and large Arab populations. It is this view which 
makes hay of the extremist Arabs’ most potent argument, the fear 
of a Jewish majority. For what can be the fear of the Arab 
inhabitants of Palestine in face of Jewish numbers, however over- 
whelming locally, while in contiguous lands there are many, many 
more Arabs than the largest number of Jews that could 
possibly be squeezed into the Holy Land? 


A great deab was made—and quite ‘naturally, in the circum> 


stances—of the anti-Zionist feelings of the Arabs, and by Arabs of 
course is meant those recalcitrants under the influence of the 
rebels. But what was not sufficiently emphasised was that the 
Arab rebel movement is primarily not a movement against 
Jewish immigration, but against any rule except that of the 
Murti and his satellites, and therefore essentially against Great 
Britain's rule.: The belief has been sedulously fostered 
by astute politicians among the Arab rebels and their supporters 
in this country that if every Jew were removed from Palestine 
overnight the rebel movement would resolve itself into a 
peaceful association for blessing the status quo. This is. the 
sheerest delusion. And the danger of this belief’ was illuminated 
by Lieut.-Commander FLETCHER, who reminded the House that 


_ at was essential for British security “that no unfriendly influences 


should ever be given an opportunity to deal us astab in the back 
in Palestine.’ To provide this “essential” there are no alterna- 
tives but a costly and precarious British garrison permanently in 
station or a strong Jewish National Home. . 

Mr. CHURCHILL’s plan, which he offered asa possible basis of 
securing political agreement, provided an ingenious proposal to 
get over the carefully fostered Arab fear of a Jewish majority 
He suggested a kind of. ten-year plan, during which Jewish 
immigration into Palestine should be permitted up to the maximum 
of a figure that would not seriously alter the proportionate ratio of 
Arab to Jewish populations at present in that country. He 
calculated that this would roughly mean a Jewish annual immigra- 
tion of thirty to thirty-five thousand. Such plans of course depend 
very largely for their value upon the actual working out, and in 
view of the terrible necessity for finding a land of refuge for the 
tormented Jews of Central Europe they may well fail to justify 
themselves. In normal times the consideration that ten years is a 
short period in the building up of a nation would carry great 
weight. Under such conditions and provided that Palestine were 
assured of strong and efficient government during the period a 
telling case might be argued for it. It is, it is true, going much 
more than half-way towards meeting Arab demands, and it is not 
surprising that Mr. CHURCHILL should have declared that if the 
Arabs refused such a reasonable offer the British Government 
would be entitled to consider their special obligations to the Arabs 
discharged. 

The proposal might well be regarded as a welcome success by 
many even of those who find themselves in the Murti’s camp,

by reasonableness, they may gain. 


NOTES OF THE WEEK 


THE REF®GEE CHILDREN 

: Tue handling of the German-Jewish children whom it is hoped to care 
for in large numbers in this country must inevitably prove a difficult 
task, and one can only express the earnest wish that its organisation 
is being thoroughly thought out. The matter, obviously, is not one of 
é mere finance. It raises large questions of method upon which it is 
eminently desirable that our ideas should be clarified well in advance. 
Is it advisable that the children should be accommodated by individuals 
in scattered homes up and down the country, or is it better that they 
be collected in large groups in specially-prepared settlements? The 
former alternative would give them what may be summed up as the 
advantages of a home. But it imposes a very heavy responsibility, 
perhaps over a long period of yeafs, on the kindly householder who 
receives the children, besides possibly making the work of supervision 
by the organisers a very arduous one. Then, again, not all the generous 
receivers of children may be ideally cast for the purpose, and friction 
is possible. Circumstances, too, might compel many of them to ask 
release, later on, from the duty they undertook, and the work of 
placing the children would in such cases have to start all over again. 


CHILDREN’S SETTLEMENTS ? 
THe whole question was discussed by Mrs. Sieff at a recent meeting of 
the Federation of Women Zionists. Speaking presumably with regard 
to the Zionists’ efforts, she opposed, on principle, the taking of the 
children into private houses, where they would not receive the sort of 
iraining fitted for the hard pioneering life for which they were intended, 
and she advocated the “organised removal” of the little ones. If, by the 
phrase “organised removal,” she had in mind the group or camp 
System referred to above, is not this alternative scheme worthy of 
careful consideration? It would afford an opportunity of giving the

necessary resources, try to make the maximum possible impression on 
the existing congestion. They can, also, endeavour to simplify the 
organisation of refugee work. At the present moment the average 
man or woman among us would find it hard to say which body jg 
doing what, and where one committee leaves off and anothe begins, 
They are vaguely conscious of what seems a tangle of conimitices 
which are no doubt working feverishly, but in what relation to dai 
another they cannot say. There is a German Aid Commitice and ap 
Inter-Aid Committee. There is a British Committee for the Care 
of Children from Germany and a B'nai Brith Refugee Childyep 
Care Committee. And hardly a week seems to pass without Jocal 
Care Committees springing up here, there, and everywhere How 
are the public to find their way through this maze, to know which 
of the bodies to approach when the occasion arises, and how many 
of them should be supported financially? How are they to be sure 
that overlapping is not flourishing, bringing in its train wiste alike 
of effort and money? In this connection we would earnesi!y draw 
attention to the letter from Lord Rothschild headed “ The German 
Appeal ” and printed on page 13. 


It is probably true that clear dividing lines do separate the work 
of the various organisations. But, if so, a simple explanation of 
them would be welcome. If, on the other hand, there is duplication 
of effort at this moment, then the necessity for tidying up the position 
is so obvious that it is not for a moment to be doubted that the 
workers: themselves aré aware of it and are bent on straichtening 
things out. Harassed though they must be by the magnitude and 
complexity of their tasks, none will recognise more than they that 
the maximum efficiency attainable in the admittedly difficu!: circum. 
stances’ is the surest road to the general confidence and support. 


“NOT A HAIR OF THEIR HEADS”? 
OF all the Nazi attempts to belittle the horrors of the recen! pogroms 
none was less worthy of credence than the statement that at «!! events 
no Jews had been killed. How much, or how little, truth there was in 
that plea was shown by Mr. Noel-Baker in his memorable indictment 
last week. We need only cite his statement that in a concentration 
camp at Buchenwald, near Weimar, seventy Jews were killed during 
the night of November 8th-9th—that is to say, even before it was known 
that the German diplomat, Vom Rath, was dead. But in our news 
columns this week we give a list of other murders that were carried 
out, including those of two Jewesses, mother and daughicr. stabbed 
to death in the Kurfiirstendamm, and a child of six thrown out olé 
window in the Leipzigerstrasse and instantly killed. It is a gruesome 
catalogue, which will brand the Nazi name with indelible in! «my, and

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Obituary 


Miss JESSIE SAMPTER (Palestine) 
A Writer with the Pioneering Spirit 


Miss Jessie Sampter, a leading American authoress, who wrote 
several books, poems, and stories about Palestine, died at the Jewish 
settlement, Givat Brenner, in Palestine, on Friday last, at the age of 
fifty-five. Miss Sampter went to Palestine from New York in 1919, 
and was greatly interested in welfare work for Yemenite children at 
Rehovoth. where she settled. She became a member of the Kvutza 
Givat Brenner in 1924. 

“L.G.R.” writes: 

It would have been the easiest thing in the world for Jessie Sampter to 
live a quiet retired life. She had been an invalid from childhood, and 
her frail body was not suited to pioneering. She chose to live at Givat 
Brenner. a communal settlement, where she had found her spiritual home 
and where she played a part in the life of the settlement out of all propor- 
tion to her apparent powers. Her life was characterised by devotion to the 
needs of others. which led her to establish in the settlement a convalescent 
home for workers. In that splendid building, with its lovely gardens, she 
laboured to restore to health the many people who came there suffering 
from the commonest illness of the Yishuv—overwork. Miss Sampter 
was one of the busiest people in the settlement, yet she would always 
find time to talk to visitors about the aims of the Kibbutz movement and 
about Givat Brenner itself. The story is told of her that while she was 
in hospital ste was not able to sleep on account of pain until the early 
hours of the morning and was awakened soon after by the noise of 
the children. When it was suggested that they should be quiectened, she 
refused to countenance it as “it would spoil the little pleasure they get 
ia here.” It is not surprising that such a woman should feel at home in 
Patestine. What is surprising is that Jewry outside the Yishuv does not 
know about such people until after they are dead. 


MRS. A. A. HEAPS (Canada) 
Prime Minister's Sympathetic Act

The death occurred, in Ottawa, of Mrs. A. A. Heaps, wife of Mr. Heaps, 
Labour Member for Winnipeg, Manitoba, in the House of Commons. The 
Right Hon. Mackenzie King, Prime Minister of Canada, not only attended 
the Synagogue Service for the deceased but went with the cortége to the 
cemetery, in spite of the rain and of his recent recovery from an illness.

GOD _IN EXILE

If, for instance, we would sum up Jacob's life, would we 
choose for our example the actual buffetings of his fate or the moving 
signs of his great spiritual victories? _To serve seven years for Rachet 
is indeed an act of rare devotion. But that they were in his eves as 
single days, because of his love for her, reveals the passion of his 
soul. Was the promise fulfilled to Jacob, when he could say that 
he possessed flocks and herds and serving mem and women’ Or 
did it reach him when he wrestled with the angel and prevailed? 
There are other lives besides Jacob's in which these contrasts are 
just as vivid. The hard things we see around us so often seem to give 
the lie to those other visions we have seen in the better moments of 
our lives. Which of them shall we believe? And when we suler, as 
we do so often from our own errors or from the bufletings of fate, 
will there be space or time left us for the communion between carth 
and Heaven? Can we in our own self-abasement still belic\e that 
God has a purpose for us to fulfil; that whether we will or no, He 
will not leave us till that purpose be fulfilled? Moving as we do ina 
materialistic and self-seeking age, can we restore the belic! in God 
Himself? Is there a place nowadays for a personal Providence and 
its purposes with human souls? More than others this concerns young 
people. Many of them, like Jacob, are missing the tender, protective, 
authoritative influences of home. Where they seek to rest thei heads, 
they find only the hard stones of fate. The old sanctions have 
weakened, if they have not altogether disappeared. They are brought 
up sharply against the first principles of social and individual life. 
Ethics and morals, the very existence of the human sow! and if 
Creator, are the subjects of challenge. 

Yet from the challenge may proceed the victory. The God-!orsaken 
Luz may become Bethel—the house of God. From the hard, stony 
ground may arise the ladder of the angels. It is something to have 
been brought right up against basic and fundamental truths. Though 
the materialism of the age bars the way, the very barrier tells us 
there is that which lies beyond. In the abundance of the treasures 
that God has unlocked for us in our day, we have lost sight o! 
treasures beyond price. In the discoveries and inventions by which 
science has helped to increase our wealth, our pleasure, our en oyment 
we have been as spoilt children—unmindful of the source trom which 
our blessings spring. Like Israel of old we did not know (hit it Was 
He who gave to us the very corn and wine and oil which we had 
dared devote to Baal. There may be waiting for us an awakening 
that will reveal to the full our dependence on the providence of 
God. The darkness of the outlook, the coldness of the hard stones 
may have a different effect from that which we anticipated. | We 
may learn to recognise the peril, if we should indeed remain unvisited 
of God. The prospect of a negation of religion, of a dreadful 
pessimism, that has neither spiritual outlook nor moral inspiration, 
may well fill us with dread. But there may be truth in ‘nal old 
legend of a soul which deemed itself to be flying from t'< wrath 
of God. And when the fugitive could escape no longer, the <iscovery 
came that all the time he had been pursued by the patient. merciful 
love of God. So may.the dark night of pessimism give place. sooner 
than we thought, to a glorious dawn. So may we also discover that 
God was present all the while, though we knew it not; tha! how: 
ever unworthy we may deem ourselves, there still remains a pce lor 
God within our lives. In spite of surrounding dangers and !¢a's 
for the future, God will enable us to realise His presence '" the 
world.

3 Mr. A. Jackson, the Senior Warden, presided at the half-yearly 
4 meeting of the Council of the United Synagogue was held last meeting of the Brondesbury Synagogue held on Sunday afternoon, In 
presenting the report, he offered congratulations to the Minister, 


Dayan Lazarus, on his appointment as a full-time Dayan of the 
Beth Din. 


Upon the inquiry of a member as to the steps being taken to fill the 
vacancy, Mr. Jackson explained that a Selection Committee was at present 
considering several applications, and assured the meeting that no decision 
would be made without a full members’ meeting. The membership of the 
Synagogue had been maintained, he said, and during the Holy Days accom- 
modation for many refugee, had been found at the overflow services. The 
social Youth Club had been reorganised, and it was now affiliated to the 
Union of Young Israel Societies. Questions concerning the appointment of 
a Regional Mintster for thedistrict elicited he reply that no definite proposal 
had been formulated by the United Synagogue, who were at present simply 
collaborating with the Boird of Management of the Synagogue in the 
matter of selecting a suitable Minister for their congregation. 

A vote of thanks was proposed to Mr. B. Wykansky for his services in 
re-organising the Youth groups ; and Mr: M. Dupare praised him for reading 
the services during th: absence of both the Minister and Chazan. The 
mceting ratifi d Mr. Wykansky’s appointment as Beadl: and Secretary. 

An appeal for Jewish Defence was made by Mr. Jacques Cohen, supported 
by Mr. M. Gordon Liverman. Mr. Liverman reminded his hearers that the 
discussion of so many domestic matters concerning the synagogue would 
not be possible: if they were living in Germany: and in fact the synagogue 
and their work would also di:appear if the cult of anti-Semitism spread in 
this country.

consideration to the desirability of discouraging Sunday weddings 
‘) residential areas. There could be no doubt, he said, that at the 
present time this was a subject which should be seriously considered, 
»¢ they desired to keep on the best of terms, with their non-Jewish 
neighbours. 

Mr. Samuel said that this matter had been raised at the Executive 
Committee before, and all Synagogues had been circularised some 
time ago, drawing their attention to the desirability of discouraging. 
as far as they possibly could, marriages in residential districts on 
Sundays s. 

Mr. S. Klein asked whether under the new clause a Minister could 
refuse to attend the Simcha of a member of his Synagogue if he knew 
that the function was not Kasher or was ostentatious. 

Mr. Samuel replied in the affirmative. 


Additional Premises Acquired 

On the question of the acquisition of the leasehold premises, |. 
St. James's Place, E.C., the report stated that during the recess, the 
opportunity occurred of acquiring the lease of the building—a three- 
storey corner building immedtately adjoining property. of the United 
* Synagogue—and that the Hon. Officers deemed it to be im the interest 
of the United Synagogue to take the opportunity. The lease had about 
thirty-one years unexpired, at a ground rent of £52 per annum, the 
price being £1,100. It was proposed to modernise and renovate the 
premises at a cost estimated at approximately £400, following which 
they would be available for letting. 

The Council ratified the acquisition. 

After Dr. Nathaniel Lucas had moved the report of the Conjoint 
Flour Committee, he drew aftention to the Contributory Pensions 
(Voluntary Contribution) Act, 1937. (An article and editorial note 
were published in last week's JewirsH CHRONICLE on this Act.) 

The reports of the Finance Committee, moved by the Hon. Ewen 
E. S. Montagu; and of the Burial Committee and District Synagogues 
Council, moved by Mr. Henry Gledhill, were carried. 

In connection with the Burial Society sexton, the Burial Committee 
report stated that Mr. John Isaacs would be retiring from the office 
of sexton on December 31st next, after no less than fifty-two years in 
the service of the Burial Society.

COUNCIL OF ORTHODOX YOUTH SOCIETIES 


Ata recent meeting of the Executive of the Council of Orthodox Jewish 
Youth Societies, held at 59. Brick Lane, E., it was decided to send a resolu- 
tion to Jewish and non-Jewish youth bodies, as a suggestion for a united 
vouth protest against the recent atrocities in Germany.+« The Council joined 
with the civilised world in expressing horror at the brutality directed against 
the Jews in Greater Germany, recorded gratitude for the sympathy shown 
by feilow-citizens of all denominations, appealed to the Gavernment to take 
any steps possible for tie amelioratio. ot the position of German Jews, and 
asked the community to support generously the appeal for funds. It was 
also decided to mike immediate coliections among the members of con- 
stituent societies. 

Mr. William Frankel, Hon. Secretary of the Council, reported tha 
there would be negotiations with ths Association for Jewish Youth with a 
view to the Council's affilisting to that body. A Sub-Committee was 
appointed for this task. consisting of Messrs. M. Silverstone, J. B. Croodman, 
H. R. Oskotsky, and W. Frankel. 

Mr. H. R. Oskotsky, lreasurer, reposied.on the Council's. finances, and 
said that the fact that the community now had many urgent calls, should 
not cause it to neglect its own youth, especially that section of it which 
endeavoured to spread among young Anglo-Jewry a knowledge of its Jewish 
heritage.

THE DEBATE ON PALESTINE 
Deep Sense of Responsibility | 
MR. CHURCHILL'S IMMIGRATION SCHEME 


[From our Lobby Correspondent) 


In the Palestine debate on Thursday of fast week, we saw the same 
high seriousness which had marked the debate three days before on 
the Nazi attacks on the Jews and on the refugee problem. This occasion 
was bound to lack positiveness, as there was issue on which the 
House of Commons had to vote; but the temper In which the “ unhappy 
situation” was reviewed showed M.P.s to be deeply conscious of 
responsibility for Palestine. 

Mr. Malcolm MacDonald made the best speech of his career in 
opening the debate. This young Minister, who now combines the 
offices of Dominions and Colonies, spoke eloquently without referring 
to notes. He gave an almost romantic description of the subject, 
showing his early Bible training and his veneration for the Holy Land. 
He took the line that the Jews were not there on sufferance but by right; 
but on the question of increased immigration he disappointed some of 
his hearers. The necessity of Britain keeping a balanced point of 
view ran through the speech. “If I were an Arab, I would be alarmed,” 
he said. We could not put the Arabs under the domination of the 
Jews. Yet he admitted that if not a single Jew had gone to Palestine 
:fter 1918, the Arab population to-day would have remained about 
600,000, at which it had been stable under Turkish rule. 

A Member told me afterwards that so clearly, in his opinion, did 
Mr. MacDonald's speech give the right well-balanced lead to the coming 
London conference, that he wished the debate had closed down just 
then. 

But this would have deprived the House of a series of interesting 
speeches by Mr. Herbert Morrison, Sir Archibald Sinclair (both wanted 
a larger inflow of Jews to Palestine immediately), Mr. Wedgwood, 
Captain Cazalet, the pro-Arab don Mr, Pickthorn, and others. Notable 
was the tribute of Lt.-Com. Fletcher, who visited Palestine last spring, 
to the civil servants and police and soldiers. He remarked also how 
largely the disorder in Palestine was the result of Italian and German 
propaganda and money. 

The antithesis of Mr. MacDonald's speech was that of Mr. Churchill, 
the most powerful orator in Parliament. Observing that the Woodhead

THE PALESTINE POLICE 


In reply to Sir FRANK SANDERSON (Con., Ealing) and others, Mr.

ADMISSION OF REFUGEES 


Mir |. C. Wedgwood asked whether permits to come to this country 
could be issued in cases where responsible persons guarantee that for 
wwo years the refugee would not become a charge on public funds or 
seek work. 

M;. Lloyd replied that such a guarantee would be a first ground for 
sympathetic consideration, but there were other factors that had to be 
taken into account. Applications for the admission of refugees were 
considered on their merits, regard being paid not only to the provision 
of a temporary home but also to the ultimate prospects of emigration 
or setticment. The question of immediate maintenance of a refugee 
could not therefore be wholly divorced from the question of ultimate 
setticment. The attention of the Home Office had frequently been 
called to cases of refugees who, having been admitted on the guarantees 
of private persons, had within a short time of their arrival become a 
charge upon the funds of the voluntary refugee organisations and were 
found unsuitable for emigration or settlement. It had been necessary 
to require as a general rule that guarantees should be investigated by 
the appropriate organisation and that the organisation was in a position 
to make suitable plans for the refugees future. 

Sir S. Hoare said that a certain number of young persons from 
Germany had been admitted to be trained for emigration under 
schemes arranged and financed by the voluntary refugee organisations. 
He understood that those organisations were preparing to enlarge and 
extend their present schemes to bring over greater numbers, and 
facilities for the admission of young persons to be trained for emigra- 
tion would be readily granted. 


SAVING THE CHILDREN 


In reply to a large number of questions about the position of Jewish 
child refugees, Mr. Geoffrey Lloyd said it was proposed that refugee 
children admitted to this country under the care of the Inter-Aid 
Committee for Children would be permitted to remain for purely 
educational or training purposes, on condition that they were not 
placed in ordinary employment. A record would be kept of each child. 
it had been decided to waive the requirement of a visa for these refugee 
children. The upper age limit for a child was seventeen. 


SETTLEMENT IN THE COLONIES 


In reply to a question by Mr. I. C. HANNAH (Con., Bilston) as to 
whether the Government was considering the possibilities of the British 
South Pacific Islands as homes for refugees, the Prime Minister said 
that the Governors of a number of Colonial Dependencies other than 
those mentioned by him previously, including the High Commissioner 
lor the Western Pacific, were being asked whether there were areas in 
their territories which could be leased or made available to the volun- 
lury organisations concerned with the welfare of refugees, under 
suitable conditions for such refugees and without detriment to the 
interests of the existing populations. 

Replying to Mr. W. Leacn (Lab., Central Bradford), who asked the 
Prime Minister whether he was aware that a large proportion of the 
hinterland of British Guiana was jungle and mountainous, virtually 
unexplored by whites, and regarded by them as unadaptable for white 
civilisation, Mr. Chamberlain said that the voluntary organisations 
concerned with the welfare of German refugees would be invited to 
send their own representatives to the Colony to conduct surveys on 
the ‘spot. They would be given every possible assistance, including the 
loan of some experienced official. He was advised that in some areas

LONDON COMMITTEE MEETS TO-DAY 


Still Seeking German Co-operation 
10,000 REFUGEES FOR FRENCH COLONIES— 
—Provided U.S.A. and Britain Follow Suit 


Mr. Myron Taylor, the American Vice-President of the London 
Refugees Committee, sailed on the “ Normandie ™ Jast Saturday for 
England, in order to participate in the meeting of the officers of 
the Committee which will be held in London to-day. 

In a broadcast speech on the eve of his departure, Mr. Taylor 
expressed the hope that Germany would still receive representatives 
of the Committee to discuss the question of emigration of Jews from 
the Reich with part of their capital. Mr. Taylor said that develop- 
ments in Germany were dimming the hopes of an orderly, long-range 
emigration, and were increasing the urgency of finding settlement 
opportunities quickly. The Inter-Governmental Organisation would, 
however, continue to explore every possibility of obtaining the co- 
operation of the German Government. ; 

The terrible urgency of the problem was once again stressed last 
week, when a number of refugees, including several who had escaped 
from a German concentration camp, were turned back by gendarmes 
Some of the unfortunates tried 
to commit suicide. 

‘The main event of the past few days has been a declaration by 
the French Government, made during the course of the Anglo-French 
conversations last week, that it was prepared to find homes in the 
French colonies for 10,000 refugees, on condition that Great Britain 
and the United States received similar contingents. Mr. Chamberlain 
and Lord Halifax told M. Bonnet, the Foreign Minister, that the 
British Government was ready to study the question, and that it 
would approach President Roosevelt on the subject. M. Bonnet then 
received Mr. E. C. Wilson, the United States Chargé d’Affaires, and 
communicated to him these proposals. 

Almost simultaneously, M. Daladier, the Prime Minister, discussed 
the refugee problem with a joint delegation of the Committee for the 
Defence of Jewish Rights in Central and Eastern Europe and of the 
Union for the Defence of Human Rights, which urged him to adopt 
a serics of measures to alleviate the position of Jewish refugees in 
France and to permit the temporary stay in France of a further 
number of refugees. It also urged the Government to cancel all the 
recent deportation orders against refugees and to permit private philan- 
thropic organisations to establish transit stations for refugees wishing 
eventually to settle overseas or in Palestine. 

The attention of the Prime Minister was drawn to the possibilities of 
Jewish settlement in Madagascar, and he was reminded that the 
Governor-General of Madagascar recently issued a statement in which 
he declared that it was possible to establish six or seven settlements in 
Madagascar, each comprising 12,000 to 30,000 acres.

The refugee problem also engaged the attention of many other 
countries, and the following were the main developments : 


HOLLAND 


It is reported that altogether 1,000 Jewish refugees have been 
admitted to Holland, 800 of whom had Dutch relatives. Unfor- 
tunately, this is only a fraction of the Jews seeking to enter the country, 
Small groups of children have been admitted, especially those who 
have been found wandering alone in the frontier districts. The Govern- 
ment has decided that further refugees can be admitted only when 
accommodation is available in camps or buildings. Most of those 
now in Holland will be housed in the quarantine stations in Rotterdam. 


BELGIUM 


Great activity has been shown by the newly-formed Jewish Repre- 
sentative Council, of Antwerp, which has been instrumental in obtain- 
ing the renewal by the authorities of 300 labour permits of foreign 
Jews which had previously been refused. It has also succeeded in 
obtaining permission from the Government to admit 250 children 


from Germany and Austria, some of whom have already arrived and 
are being taken care of. 


SOUTH AFRICA 


Representations have been made to the Union Government. says 
the DAILY TELEGRAPH AND MorNING Post, urging it to relax the 
immigration restrictions to enable elderly and dependent relatives of 
South African Jews to enter the Union from Germany. It is under- 
stood that the Government is unwilling to contemplate any modification 


of the stringent provisions of the Aliens Act, which makes Jewish 
immigration virtually impossible. 


TANGANYIKA 


_The New York Times, in an editorial article on settlement pos- 
sibilities in Tanganyika, declares that Britain should give an assurance 
that Tanganyika will never be returned to Germany before colonising 
Jews there.

“a The total of the Jewish Appeal for the victims of German persecu- 


tion has now reached £357,713. Splendid though this result is in the 
short time since the Appeal was launched, and in view of the large 
sums which Jews have had to find for the relief of their German 
brethren since 1933, this amount will go a very little distance in meeting 
the colossal problem of caring for the thousands whom the Nazis have 
robbed, deprived of every means of livelihood, and whom they are 
preparing to drive out penniless across their borders. 

A party of three hundred child refugees gathered from all parts of 
Germany, are due to arrive in Great Britain this week. : 

They are to be housed in a holiday camp. near Harwich until 

arrangements are completed for their transfer to private homes and 
institutions. A further 300 will follow shortly. 
“Lord Samuel and Lord Selborne, Joint Chairmen of the newly- 
formed British Committee for the Care of Children from Germany, 
declare in their appeal for help that at least 50,000 children must be 
brought out of Germany at once. The Committee, however, cannot 
take responsibility for bringing the children into Britain unless they 
have assurances as to their maintenance and their future. It ts 
suggested that the best plan is for them to be be boarded in private 
homes, and leading people in towns and villages throughout the land 
are asked to form committees at once to help to save the children from 
Germany, to organise their reception, and make themselves responsible 
for their. future. The address of the Committee ts 69, Great Russell 
Street, W.C.1. 

The condition on which the Government has agreed to the children’s 
coming to Britain is that at no time shall they become chargeable 
to rates, and that they shall not enter the labour market. The Govern- 
ment has agreed to dispense with the usual formalities of passports 
and visas. 

Arrangements for appeals for the refugees during the coming 
week include Earl Baldwin's broadcast next Thursday evening, and a 
meeting is to be held at the Mansion House next Friday, at which the 
Lord Mayor will preside and the Archbishop of Canterbury and 
Lord Rothschild will speak. 

The Council for German Jewry is endeavouring to co-operate, as 
far as possible, with the British churches in connection with their 
appeal for £50,000 for the relief of. “ non-Aryan”’ Christian refugees. 
Collections for the Churches’ Fund will be arranged in all churches on 
Sunday, December 11th.

PROVIDING HOMES FOR THE CHILDREN 
Local Responsibility 


We are informed that the task of the Care Committee for children 
from Germany (who include both Jews and “ non-Aryans") 1)! be to 
organise the efforts of the large numbers of people in Britain who 
are ready to come to their rescue. 

It will rely on efforts by individuals who would take the responsibility 
for caring for the children until they could rejoin their parents or were

old enough to be self-supporting. Local Committees would have to 


take over responsibility, as the Central Committee would find it 
impossible to be in direct touch with the children’s guardians through- 
out the country: The local Committees, acting perhaps in conjunction 
with interested local religious, women’s, social, and philanthropic 
organisations, would be the bodies which would-be guardians could 
approach. 

In cases where the intention is to pay for the boarding of children 
in private houses, care would be taken, in raising the moncy, not 
to compete with Central. Fund collections. Where, for example, a 
local Committee for the Women’s Appeal for German-Jewish Women 
and Children is in existence, work would be done in co-operation 
with it. 

The Central Committee’s work will include bringing the children 
to England and maintaining them in hostels until they are properly 
allocated, and the conducting of a system of inspection. [1 will also 
make arrangements for emigration, etc. It will be for local Com- 
mittees to look after the maintenance of the children, whether in 
hostels, in. suitable private homes where hospitality is offered, or in 
houses where they are boarded; to arrange for their education in 
co-operation with local authorities; and to report to the Central Com- 
mittee on each child periodically. The maximum age of the children 
to be catered for in this scheme is seventeen.

REFUGEES LAND IN SHANGHAI 
Attitude of Japanese Authorities 


Two hundred Jewish refugees arrived in Shanghai last week on 

board the “Conte Rosso-” Recently, a party of 150 refugees arrived 
ut Shanghai, and the local Jewish Community arranged accommoda- 
tion for them in abandoned Chinese houses tn the Japanese-controlled 
Honekew district. Another party of refugees is bound for Kobe, 
Japan. 
The anti-Semitic White Russian paper, Zaria, has been publishing a 
series Of articles attacking the refugees and giving exaggerated figures 
ot their arrivals, and it is feared that difficulties might arise for refugees 
wishing to land in Shanghai owing to the considerable influence the 
White Russians are alleged to have with the Japanese authorities. 

On the other hand, it was announced this week that Japan, although 
« Signatory to a Cultural Agreement with Germany, was not endorsing 
Nazi racialism, and that “no discrimination would be used against 
German or other Jews at present employed in Japan.” 

The first Far Eastern Jewish Conference was held at the Kadoorie 
oices in Hong-Kong a short time ago, and dealt mainly with the 
retugee question. Kepresentatives were present from Manila, Hong- 
Kong, and Shanghai. It was stated at the conference that a large influx 
ol relugees might be expected. As the various local Jewish Com- 
munities lacked funds to deal with the necessary relief, Mr. Frieder. 
of Manila, was empowered to go to America and get in touch with 
Jewish organisations there in order to secure help.

Mr. Wedgwood Calls for Sacrifices 


People in Britain were not doing their duty towards the refugees, 
said Mr. Josiah Wedgwood, M.P., addressing a meeting of the Friendly 
Discussion Circle at 96, Bethune Road, N., last week. 

It was impossible, he said, for people who had been brought up in 
complete safety and in a law-abiding country to understand how it was 
possible, in the twentieth century, that a whole race should be outlawed, 
deprived of aJl their property, and starved to death. The British people 
would respond if they were told by their leaders what their duty was. 
lt was for the Jew and non-Jew to try to get out those Jews who were still 
in hell. Mr. Wedgwood urged that examples should be set, so that others 
would also be moved to make sacrifices. 

Mr. Barnett Janner. who presided, said thaf it had taken wholesale 
murder and torture to awaken the peoples of the world to a sense of 
realism as to what was actually happening in those countries where gangster- 
dom was the order of the-day. He hoped that the nations of the world 
would realise that they had a duty to their fellow-men, and that there 
were vast, wide spaces in many parts of the world which, if properly 
worked, would produce food and clothing and the necessities of life not only 
for the refugees but for the people in those places themselves. He urged 
particularly that the doors of Palestine be opened. 

The Rev. W. W. Simpson said that it was incumbent on all of them-— 
Jew and Christian—to do everything they could for the relief of the 
refugees. The Government, in co-operation with other Governments, should 
set up centres to which the refugees could come and be adequately tramed, 
and at the same time should co-operate in’ finding somewhere to send 
them to when their training was completed. 


“STAND UP TO PERSECUTORS” 
Cmdr. Locker-Lampson’s Challenge 


Commander O. Locker-Lampson, M.P., speaking on behali of the 
United Appeal for Austrian and Polish Refugees at a boxing tourna- 
ment organised by the Deserving Charities Organisation at the Stadium 
Club, Holborn, on Thursday of last week, said that he asked tor 
fair play for the Jews all over the world. The time had come when 
they must refuse to take marching orders from Hitler and Mussolins. 
He urged the British Government and every democratic Govern- 
ment to stop shaking hands with shame. 

Mr. George Lansbury, M.P.. said that whatever thew political conyic- 
tions they must make their Government do something and. give a real 
lead to the world on the retugee auestion. They did not want these 
refyigees sent to places where it would be difficult for them to start life 
afresh. He asked the Hitlers of the world to ~ let my people go and they 
would find them places in which to live a better and nobler life 

Mr. J. L. Mintz. Chairman of the. Organisation, also spoke, and Harry 
Green, the well-known American comedian, assisted by Giovanni, appealed 
for donations and auctioned several gifts. “bo response. money literally 
poured into the ring. and £250 was raised. In all, the United Appeal will 
benefit to the extent of approximately £600 .

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HOMES FOR JEWISH REFUGEE CHILDREN 


Where Offers Should be Made 


From Mr. I. KESTENBAUM 
(Vice-Chairman, B'nai B'rith Care Committee for Refugee Children) 


To the Editor of Tue Jewish CHRONICLE 


Sir.—I am desired by my Committee to draw the attention, through 
the courtesy of your columns, of those people who are making an 
effort to find homes for German refugee children to the undesirability 
of acting independently. 

While sara appreciates the spontaneous desire to help save 
the Jewish children from the Nazi terror, yet it would be very helpful 
if people or groups would do so under the ‘auspices of a central 
organisation, as otherwise it is feared that confusion and unpleasantness 
may ensue. It is sufficient to point out just 4 few of the difficulties 
which may arise from separate and independent efforts, as follows: 

1. In some cases, promised homes have been duplicated with different groups, 
which causes considerable delay and unnecessary work, as each application for 
a permit will have to be searched to see whether the home is not on the list 
of another group. ; 

2. All homes which are being offered must be investigated by a competent 
organisation to see whether they are suitable to accommodate children. 

3. Facilities for education have to be considered before such homes can be 
“<" whi Jewish upbringing of the children has to be considered before placing 
them in the respective homes. 

S Serious consideration must be given to the mumber of children it ts 
desirable to place in one district. 

It has also come to our notice that unauthorised persons are endea- 
vouring to collect funds for this purpose, and it is therefore essential 
that all those who are giving their time and energy for this good cause 
should be protected by being supplied with credentials from a central 
organisation, and the Community could be warned not to give any 
money to people who are not in possession of such credentials. 

The B'nai B'rith Care Committee for Refugee Children is at all 
times prepared to give advice and assistance in this matter, and every 
communication addressed to this Committee will be promptly attended 
lo.

Urgently Needed Money Unused 


COLONISATION 


From Dr. JULIUS BRUTZKUS 
To the Editor of Tue JewitsH CHRONICLE 


October last, the Jewish Colonisation Association held 
its general meeting in London, on which occasion the President of the Ica, 
Sir Osmond d’Avigdor-Goldsmid, submitted a report of the activities of 
the organisation for 1937, in which he referred to the colonisation work of 
the Ica during the last year. Altogether, eighty families of German refugees 
were settled on the available free land of the Ica in the Argentine. Sir 
Osmond described this as substantial progress, compared with 1936, when 
no. more than twenty-two families were settled, despite the great number of 
candidates. . 

The reasons why the Ica was. unable to give a much larger scope to its 
successful experiment of settling German refugees in the Argentine were 
referred to by Sir Osmond in the following terms: 

* The important land reserves at our disposal in the Argentine would no 
doudt permit us to give this work, which has already converted so many 
oppressed into free citizens and skilled cultivators, a much wider scope, if 
other Jewish organisations were to share with us the heavy financial 
sacrifices which an effort of this. kind demands.” (Translated from 
Paix Et Droit, November, 1938.) 

As far as can be ascertained, the actual state of the finances of the Ica 
scarcely justifies the statement of its President. It is true that the financial

It is difficult to find an explanation for this policy, especially in the 


present dreadful times when the Jews in Germany and Austria are suffering 
wR ny agonies. World Jewry is straining every nerve to find a way 
of helping their unfortunate brethren, We must, therefore, appeal to the 
directors of the Ica to do their duty, although we know from experience 
that they do not reply to queries and protests appearing in the Jewish Press. 
The fact remains that the late Baron Hirsch bequeathed an enormous capital 
for Jewish colonisation, and colonisation is at present the only method of 
Salvation that can be found for the agonised sufferers. There is no 
apparent reason, therefore, for the trustees of the great Jewish philanthropist 
to sit tight on his capital, contrary to the wishes of the late iieea and to 
the Statutes which must guide their activity.

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REFUGEE SCHEMES INADEQUATE 
The Rev. W. W. Simpson’s Criticism 


Strong dissatisfaction with the Government's statement of 
for dealing with the refugee problem was expressed by the Rey W.W 
Simpson, Minister of the Ambhurst Park Methodist Church. when 
he spoke at a meeting held in the Stamford Hill Ballrooms |; Week 
by the Ex-Servicemen’s National Movement. Against Fascism tg 
protest against the German treatment of the Jews. 

Every intelligent person, said Mr. Simpson, must feel a sense of dec 
despondency. because .the, Government had failed in the attitude it hag 
adopted. It had flung the already overwhelming problem pee the group of 
voluntary organisations which had been wrestling with it for the past four 
or five years at the cost of great sacrifices; and its practical sugeestions 
were, in two respects at any rate, unworthy of any Government jn this 
country. The Tanganyika suggestion was one that was likely to cayce 
new troubles. As to the British Guiana suggestion, the land was virgin 
soil, roads had to be made, forests cleared, and villages built before people 
could be given a livelihood. He had heard an authority describe the British 
Guiana suggestion as a sarcastic gesture and say it would cost four million 
pounds before anything could be done there to deal with a refugee problem 
even on a partial basis. ; 

It was incumbent on all, concluded Mr. Simpson, to make known to 
the Government through their M.P.s the grave concern felt at what was 
manifestly an utterly inadequaté “nd unrealistic approach to the solution 
of the most pressing problem that arose immediately out of the present 
Fascist regime in Germany.» 

Other speakers at the meeting were Messrs. Wilfrid Roberts, MP. 
F. G. Bowles, Labour candidate for North Hackney; Alexander Harris, 
Chairman of the movement; A. D. Kay, London Organiser of the ( ouncij 
of Action for Peace and Reconstruction; and Councillor A. E. Jurpin,

A telegram, expressing the indignation of the meeting, was sent to the 
German Embassy.

A.R.P. AND JEWISH WOMEN 


Mrs. de Rothschild’s Appeal 


Presiding ata lecture on *A.R-P.” which was delivered by Major Charles D.

The public would have appreciated them more, he thought, if they had been 
made to pay for them. He aprealed to men and women to join one or 
other of the services, as fire fighters, territorials, members of the Women’s 
Auxiliary Service, or in other capacities.

CRYING NEED FOR IMMIGRANTS 


Yishuv ._Desperately Short of Workers 
DEVELOPMENT HELD UP 


[From our Correspo::dent—JERUSALEM, November 27th] 


From the purely economic viewpoint, there is no doubt that Palestine 
can at present readily. absorb at least 50,000 new Jewish immigrants 
whose services are urgently required in many branches of public, 
agricultural, industrial, and commercial enterprise. The only obstruc- 
tion to their settlement here is political. 

Just over 17,000 people are employed in the picking and packing 
work connected with the citrus harvest. The thousands more needed 
cannot be had owing to the shortage of man-power in the agricultural 
areas; and important undertakings will probabiy, have to be slowed 
down in the towns in order to transfer labour to the colonies. 

Large projects are being undertaken which will need far more Jewish 
labour than is at present available. Outside Haifa, for exampite, the 
Consolidated Refineries, Ltd.. a joint concern’ formed by Anglo- 
Iranian and Anglo-Saxon Oil Companies, Ltd., ts to begin next month 
the construction of a £1,000,000 refining plant which will take two years 
to complete. 

In addition, the steady drain on the country’s man-power caused by 
the continued terror is also a factor in the depletion of labour. 

There is no unemployment within the Yishuv, and it is capable 
immediately of providing employment for many thousands of 
immigrants who, with their families, would amount to about 40,000 
all told. Their settlement could be facilitated within a couple of 
months or so: there is no need to map out the terrain or survey the 
possibilities, as is the case with British Guiana or Tanganyika. These 
men and women are wanted as an integral part of the Yishuv’'s 
economy—in the urban and rural areas, in the ports, and in the fields— 
and the lack of them constitutes a serious deterrent to normal 
development. 

It seems ironical that while other countries dre considering how 
best to accept limited numbers of Jewish refugees on a philanthropic 
basis, there should be a crying need in Palestine for newcomers whose 
absorption is a matter of economic necessity. Nor is there any lack 
abroad of the trained immigrants who are so much required for the 
maintenance of our economic structure. : 

If the British Government were bold and courageous and far-sighted 
enough, it could demolish every political difficulty which it fancies 
now exists regarding Palestine with a sweep of the hand and, by that 
action, regain a respect largely forfeited in the past three years. For 
that magnificent gesture there are hundreds of thousands of desperate 
people waiting and longing.

For instance, the Haifa Jewish Labour Council, a su bsidiar, 
of the General Jewish Labour Federation (Histadruth), undertook at a 
meeting this week to facilitate the adoption of: fifty Jewish refugee 
children. 

Jewish Community Councils have issued manifestos appe!ing for 
the legal adoption of children, or inviting contributions {or their 
support; the Mizracht Women’s Association in Jerusalem, at a 
meeting in the home of Mrs. Herzog, wife of the Chief Rabbi. pledged 
support of the appeal, and a committee was formed to undertake a 
countrywide campaign among Orthodox sections of she Community: 
special meetings have been arranged in various parts o! Eretz 
Yisrael to promote the undertaking. 

The children will be assured of loving care and a free, untranimelled 
life in the homes and schools of the Yishuv. There are few who do not 
feel the agony of the German-Jewish parents who will be called upon 
to separate from their beloved youngsters; yet, in the hour of their 
salvation, no German parent would wish to stand in the path of his 
children for whom a new and happy existence among their own people 
is promised.

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-BIG BATTLE ‘NEAR ATHLIT™ 
es Three British Soldiers Killed 
HEAVY CASUALTIES INFLICTED ON ARABS 


A pitched battle was fought on Monday between troops and 
gangsters near Unam al Zinat, an Arab village about seven miles 
couth-east of Athlit, which is south of Haifa, During the engagement, 
three British soldiers were killed and seven wounded. The Arabs are 
known to have lost forty-three killed. A large quantity of ammunition, 
fonricen rifles, and three revolvers were captured. Most of the dead 
Arabs were wearing stolen uniforms. The battle lasted from 1 o'clock 
until dusk, and the troops bivouacked jor the night and resumed the 
search for the remnants of the gang at dawn. Much of the fighting was 
at close quarters. 

rhe names of the dead British soldiers were Lance-Sergeant E. 
Mckerr, Corporal A. F. Race, and Fusilier W. H. Mitchell, all of the 
‘nd Battalion, the Royal Irish Fusiliers, Corporal Race died of 
wounds. | 

Another British soldier, Lance-Corporal McCallum, of the Ist 
Battalion, the Royal Scots, was fatally injured in a land-mine explosion 
near Tulkarm on Monday. 7 

A bomb was thrown in the market place on Hadar Hacarmel in 
Haila on Monday and nine Jews were injured. The names of the more 
seriously wounded are Simon Panini, aged fourteen; Michael Hersh- 
jeld. aged twenty-eight; Shmuel Rosenblueth, aged thirty-eight; 
Michael Bronstein, aged twenty-seven; Pinchas Guterman, aged forty; 


Max Glasner, aged thirty-five; Joseph Gruenzweig, aged thirty-four. 


Glasner and Gruenzweig were gravely injured.

ORCHESTRA OPENS THIRD SEASON 
News from Germany Affects Concert

Lnder Eugen Szenkar’s baton the Palestine Orchestra opened its 
third season at the Levant Fair Concert Hall, Tel-Aviv. Although 
orchestra and conductor were at their best, signs of depression were 
evident; the news of Germany's new anti-Jewish campaign had just 
become Known and spoilt the mood. A direct outcome of the news 
was the cancellation of the last number in the concert programme. It 
was felt that Wagner's “ Meistersinger”™ Overture was not an 
appropriate item for such an occasion: and management and con- 
ductor agreed to omit the piece. 

The chief item in the programme—-which was entirely Slav in 
character—was Tschaikowsky’s E Minor Symphony (No. 5). Szenkar, 
who always conducts from memory, gave a concentrated and inspired 
periormance of this standard work. The valse movement was particu- 
larly successful in his buoyant and yet tender reading. The concert 
Started with a recent composition by Serge Prokofieff, “ Ouverture 
Russe.” This is a rather weak and uninspired work, the chief interest 
of which lies in the effective orchestration.

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GROWING OPPOSITION TO MUFTI 


Secret Meeting of Arab Mukhtars 
PRAISE FOR BRITISH TROOPS 


Fakhri Bey Nashashibi took another step towards exposing the 
pretensions of the Mufti to represent the whole of Palestinian Arabs 
when he invited foreign Pressmen to meet a group of sheikhs, headmen, 
and village elders on Wednesday. 

The meeting, which took place at his house, was kept a close 
secret, and the Arabs present, about twenty in number, represented 
villages in the districts of Jerusalem, Ramallah, and Hebron, in which 
there are 70,000 Arabs living. Most of them had suffered personally 
from the terror, having lost sons or other relatives. They said that 
they would have to pretend to support the Mufti when, as so frequently 
happened, armed men visited the villages to force them to sign docu- 
ments supporting him. They declared that they represented about 
70 per cent. of Palestinian Arabs. 

On the other hand, they expressed complete support of the full 
Arab programme, which includes the cessation of Jewish immigration 
and land sales and the demand for a Legislative Council, but they want 
friendship with Britain and desire to be represented at the London 
conferences. 

They did not deny that Jewish money had helped the country, but 
said that it had also brought the present strife; and, though they 
sympathised with the persecuted Jews in Germany, they felt that 
Palestine had done more than her share already in assisting refugees. 

They denied that the troops had committed atrocities in the villages, 
and said they welcomed the soldiers, who relieved them from terrorisa- 
tion by bands which had killed more Arabs than troops. They blamed 
the Administration for favouring the Mufti’s party at the expense of 
the National Defence Party, declaring that the latter had always been 
loyal to the British and law-abiding. 


MAKING FRIENDS THROUGH SPORT 
Service Teams Meet Jewish Players

Competition between Service teams and local Jewish elevens in 
football and hockey provides an interesting feature of the winter season 
which has just begun in Palestine. The Jewish players are keen sports- 
men to a man, and the British Army, always ready for a friendly game 
wherever they. may be stationed, keenly appreciates this spirit among 
“the new sort of Jews” in Eretz Yisrael. 

At Haifa, the hockey season was opened with a thrilling game 
between a team of the Queen’s Own Royal West Kent Regiment and 
the “ Bar Kochba” XI of that city on the former’s ground. Although 
neither side scored, play was very spirited. Another match between 
the West Kent bandboys and Bar Kochba juniors ended in a victory 
for the former by two goals to nil, 

The British Services League, comprising teams of the various 
regimental units (drawn from nineteen battalions, G.H.Q., Divisional 
and Brigade staffs, and details), the Navy and Marines, the Royal Air

STANDARD CURFEWS FOR RURAL AREAS

The ban on night travelling applies outside all municipal and built-up 
local council areas and outside the Jerusalem Town-Planning area 
("Greater Jerusalem”).

In the course of his lecture, Mr. Herman said that the problem 
of Jewish youth in England was largely the problem of the first 
generation to be born in this country. The internal factors which 
influenced the immigrant senior Community were different in kind . 
from those which affected the youth. For the senior Community, a 
Jewish Press, drama, and literature, for example, were essential for 
the existence of any kind of social life. For the youth, which was 
born in this country, however, there was no specific need for a Jewish 
language or a Jewish literature. The youth possessed in its Know- 
ledge of English the linguistic and literary key to non-Jewish society. 

If, said Mr. Herman, they wished to retain a Jewish Community in 
England, they had to develop an educational system which would 
inculcate in Jewish children a vivid consciousness of their connection 
with the Jewish past and the Jewish future and of their special obliga-

Dr. Barou went on to describe 
the “two main kinds of primary co-operative organisations” in 
Palestine. They weie th: Kvutzah and the Moshay. There were 
about 18,000 people sett'ed in Kvutzot, and everyth ng was done on 
collectiv.st lines. © There was no private property at all. In _ the 
Moshavim, part of the work was done privately by the family group 
and part was done jointly. There was, therefore, private owner- 
ship of property. But all marketing and purchasing was done by the 
community. The great advantage that both possessed was a central 
marketing organisation, named [nuva.

A conference on the position in Palestine and the question of Jewish 
immigration was held at the Young Men’s Institute, Leeds, on Sunday, 
November 27th, under the auspices of the Leeds Poale Zion. Over 200 
delegates were present, representing Trade Union and Labour Party 
branches from Leeds, Bradford, Sheffield, Doncaster, Golcar, Castle- 
ford, Shipley, Pateley Bridge, Batley, and surrounding districts. The 
principal speakers were Mr. Berl Locker and Mr. Dov Hos, Vice-

’ her anti-Jewish legislation is the natural Cevelopment of the change in 
her policy which was initiated with the Ethopian venture. 


The article concludes that it ought to be clear to Great Britain that 
the presence of the Jews in Palestine was of the utmost importance to her, 
and that the vigorous Jewish development there, without cost to the British 
taxpayer, would assure a strong pro-British sentiment throughoui the Near 
East and even throughout the world.

The unexpected death of Abraham Walt, better known under his 
pen-name Liesin, deprives Yiddish literature, especially poetry, of one 
of its greatest forces. He was known to Yiddish literature as a poet of 
distinction, before he became editor of the Jewish monthly ZUKUNFT 
(New York). 

A notable figure in Russian Socialism in the old days, Abraham Walt, 
unlike many other Jewish radicals of that period, always had a ceep 
understanding for Jewish national aspirations, -and much of his poetry 
is permeated by a warm and sympathetic spirit of historic and traditional 
Judarsm. 

An editorial in the Jewish Socialist daily, Forwarp (New York), referring 
to the great loss Socialism and Jewish poetry have suffered through his 
death, observes that critics of Jewish poetry have frequently remarked that 
what Bialik was in Hebrew literature, Walt was in Yiddish poetry. In 
his works he echoed the noblest singers of the Jewish people. He com- 
municated the lofty spirit of Jewish martyrs throughout history as few other 
modern Jewish poets have done, and he conveyed in his poems the terrible 
sufferings of modern Jewry and the sublime tenacity of generations of Jews. 

He reached his Socialist ideals, the paper concludes, through the ethical 
teachings of Judaism. The Socialist philosophy, with its deep moral fervour 
for brotherhood, was to him no more than a continuation of the philosophy 


and moral concepts preached by the prophets and by later spiritual leaders 
of Jewry.

THE WORK OF THE B'‘NAI B’RITH 
Serving the Community 
CARE OF REFUGEE CHILDREN 


A record of excellent service to the Jewish Community rendered by 
the B'nai B'rith was contained in addresses given by Bro, LeVay- 
Lawrence and Sister Mrs. M. Heinemann when vacating the offices 
respectively of President of the First Lodge of England and the First 
Women’s Lodge of England on Sunday evening. . The occasion was 
the installation, held at the Mostyn Hotel, Portman Square, W., of 
the newly-elected Presidents, Bro. Dr. Samuel Daiches and Sister Mrs. 
Neville Laski. The Presidents and other officers were installed into 
office by Past Grand President Gordon Liverman, J.P., who presided. 
_ Bro. LeVay-Lawrence, in his address, recalled his initiation into the Lodge 
in 1925, by Bro. Dr. Daiches, who was President at the time, his three years 
as Vice-President, and his*acceptance of the Presidency two years ago. 
He had been impressed, he said, by the wasteful expenditure of time, 
energy, and money in the multiplicity of charity organisations in London 
and the redundancy and overlapping that revealed themselves. He had 
urged, in a letter to THe Jewish Curonicie, the formation of a Charity 
Co-ordination Committee, and the Board of Deputies had eventually 
recognised that something should be done, and decided to deal with two of 
his Six suggestions by forming a Charity Registration Committee. He had 
been able to assist in the establishment of the Students’ Common Room, 
first at Woburn House and then at the new focal in Euston Road. The 
Vocational Guidance Committee had, among other activities, organised 
lectures and conferences. The Jewish Health Organisation, on which he 
had represented the Lodge on the Executive and as Chairman of the Finance 
Committee, had recently opened a splendid Child Guidance Clinic m East 
London. An appeal from the Barcelona Jewish Community for food for the 
women and children there having been addressed to the Lodge, he had been 
able to collect some funds which had, through the good offices of the 
Society of Friends. enabled quantities of food to be distributed in the 
Community. 

The distressful conditions in Germany and Austria had resulted in 
many coreligionists coming to London, and the hospitality of the Lodge 
was extended to them in several directions. They had been invited to a 
series Of social meetings. which had been addressed by prominent members 
of the Community, both members of the Lodge and non-members. More 
recently, the Bnai B'rith had set un a Care Committee for Refugee Children. 
There were thousands of these left stranded through the death, imprison- 
ment. or disappearance of their parents, or whose parents were unable to 
care for them through loss of livelihood. The Committee, which had func- 
tioned scarcely four weeks, had already received hundreds of offers of homes 
and other help from kindly people. Mrs. Heinemann, with the assistance 
of Mrs. Neville Laski. Mrs. Norman Laski, and Mrs. M. Epstein, had 
undertaken the organisation of a number of Bnai Brith Sisters to deal 
with the investigation of the suitability of these homes, and were working 
in co-operation with the Inter-Aid Committee for Refugee Children in bring- 
ing them over and placing them. As far as possible it was being seen 
that no Jewish child would be placed in a non-Jewish home or outside 


. Jewish influence and environment.

TOTALITARIAN INTEREST IN PALESTINE 


In an interesting editorial headed “ Moscow, Rome, and Jerusalem, 
the JewisH JourNAL (Toronto) points out that Russia, Italy, and 
Germany have been wooing the Arabs for some, time with the inten- 
tion of gaining mastery of the Near East and eventually the road 
to the Indian Empire. 
Russia. the article observes, began by courting the Arabs and pancering 
to the anti-Jewish ‘sentiments of the Arab leaders. , To-day a change Is 
noticeable in that policy, and the Communists appegr to be making timid 
advances to the Zionists. These advances find expressiof among different 
Communists who now admit that the Jews have a right to enter Palestine, 
and some even mention the historic reasons for Jewish immigration into 
“the only country where they had once formed a nation.” Soviet Russia, 
in strengthening the hands of the Arabs, was anxious to embarrass Great 
Britain. 
Italy, it is declared, began by cultivating the friendship of the Zionists 
and later changed her policy into inciting the Arabs against the Jews, and 
her anti-Jewish legislation is the natural Cevelopment of the change in 
her policy which was initiated with the Ethoptan venture. +t 
The article concludes that it ought to be clear to Great Britain that 
the presence of the Jews in Palestine was of the utmost importance to her, 
and that the vigorous Jewish development there, without cost to the British 
taxpayer, would assure a strong pro-British sentiment throughout the Near 
East and even throughout the world. Finally, the article recalls Arab 
attempts to exterminate their Kurdish and Assyrian minorities in Northern 
Jraq and their desire now to complete -the process by Cestroyinz ihe Jews.

DEATH OF A POET 


The unexpected death of Abraham Walt, better known under his 
pen-name Liesin, deprives Yiddish literature, especially poetry, of one 
of its greatest forces. He was known to Yiddish literature as a poet of 
distinction, before he became editor of the Jewish monthly ZUKUNFT 
(New York). 

A notable figure in Russian Socialism in the old days, Abraham Walt, 
unlike many other Jewish radicals of that period, always had a Ceep 
understanding for Jewish national aspirations,-and much of his poetry 
is permeated by a warm and sympathetic spirit of historic and traditional 
Judaism. 

An editorial in the Jewish Socialist daily, Forwarp (New York), referring 
to the great loss Socialism and Jewish poetry have suffered through his 
ceath, observes that critics of Jewish poetry have frequently remarked that 
what Bialik was in Hebrew literature, Walt was in Yiddish poetry. In 
his works he echoed the noblest singers of the Jewish people. He com- 
municated the lofty spirit of Jewish martyrs throughout history as few other 
modern Jewish poets have done, and he conveyed in his poems the terrible 
sufferings of modern Jewry and the sublime tenacity of generations of Jews. 

He reached his Socialist ideals, the paper concludes, through the ethical 
teachings of Judaism. The Socialist philosophy, with its deep moral fervour 
for brotherhood, was to him no more than .a continuation of the philosophy 
aoe moral concepts preached by the prophets and by later spiritual leaders 
of Jewry.

THE WORK OF THE B'NAI B’RITH 


Serving the Community 
CARE OF REFUGEE CHILDREN 


A record of excellent service to the Jewish Community rendered by 
the Bnai B'rith was contained in addresses given by Bro, LeVay- 
Lawrence and Sister Mrs. M. Heinemann when vacating the offices 
respectively of President of the First Lodge of England and the First 
Women’s Lodge of England on Sunday evening. . The occasion was 
the installation, held at the Mostyn Hotel, Portman Square, W., of 
the newly-elected Presidents, Bro. Dr. Samuel Daiches and Sister Mrs. 
Neville Laski. The Presidents and other officers were installed into 
office by Past Grand President Gordon Liverman, J.P., who presided. 
_ Bro. LeVay-Lawrence, in his address, recalled his initiation into the Lodge 
in 1925, by Bro. Dr. Daiches, who was President at the time, his three years 
as Vice-President, and his acceptance of the Presidency two years ago. 
He had been impressed, he said, by the wasteful expenditure of time, 
energy, and money in the multiplicity of charity orgamsations in London 
and the redundancy and overlapping that revealed themselves: He had 
urged, in a letter to THe Jewish Curonicir, the formation of a Charity 
Co-ordination Committee, and the Board of Deputies had eventually 
recognised that something should be done. and decided to deal with two of 
his Six suggestions by forming a Charity Registration Committee. He had 
been able to assist in the establishment of the Students’ Common Room, 
first at Woburn House and then at the new focal in Euston Road. The 
Vocational Guidance Committee had, among other activities, organised 
lectures and conferences. The Jewish Health Organisation, on which he 
had represented the Lodge on the Executive and as Chairman of the Finance 
Committee, had recently opened a splendid Child Guidance Clinic in East 
London. An appeal from the Barcelona Jewish Community for food for the 
women and children there having been addressed to the Lodge, he had been 
able to collect some funds which had. through the good offices of the 
Society of Friends. enabled quantities of food to be distributed in the 
Community. 

The distressful conditions in Germany and Austria had resulted in 
many coreligionists coming to London, and the hospitality of the Lodge 
was extended to them in several directions. They had been invited to a 
series Of social meetings. which had been addressed by prominent members 
of the Community, both members of the Lodge and non-members. More 
recently, the Bnai Brith had set un a Care Committee for Refugee Children. 
There were thousands of these left stranded through the death, imprison- 
ment. or disappearance of their parents, or whose parents were unable to 
care for them through loss of livelihood. The Committee, which had func- 
tioned scarcely four weeks. had already received hundreds of offers of homes 
and other help from kindly people. Mrs. Heinemann, with the assistance 
of Mrs. Neville Laski, Mrs. Norman Laski, and Mrs. M. Epstein, had 
undertaken the organisation of a number of B'nai Brith Sisters to deal 
with the investigation of the suitability of these homes, and were working 
in co-operation with the Inter-Aid Committee for Refugee Children in bring- 
ing them over and placing them. As far as possible it was being seen 
that no Jewish child would be placed in a non-Jewish home or outside

World Protests Continue 


ihe seal was officially set to U.S. disapproval of Nazi brutality last 
Tuesday, When Mr. Roosevelt indicated, in a Press interview, that the 
United States was unwilling to resume normal diplomatic relations with 
Germany until the President is convinced that the Nazi Government 
will cease the persecution of religious, racial, and political minorities.

IMPRESSIVE BRITISH PROTEST MEETINGS 


+ A Stream of Resolutions 


The tide of resentment in Great Britain is still running high. Many 
protest meetings have been held, and a demonstration was organised 
in Trafalgar Square last Sunday. The demonstrators, who were 
addressed by Mr. J. W. Bentley and Mr. M. D. Rayner, of the Jewish 
People’s Council, placed on record their profound disgust at the 
organised persecutions in Germany, and expressed sympathy not only 
with the Jewish victims but also with the German people “ whose 
name has been disgraced in the eyes of the world by the barbarous 
actions of their Government.” 

At Harrow, a meeting was organised by the local Hebrew Con- 
gregation. The speakers included Professor Samson Wright, the Rev. 
FE Stogdon (Rural Dean of Harrow), the Rev. John Mainwaring (Free 
Churches), Father John Hitchcock (Harrow Catholic Church), Mr. 
D. C, Ellis (Chairman of the Harrow Urban Disirict Council), and 
the Rev. I. Cohen (Minister of the Hebrew Cougregation). A resolu- 
tion was passed urging the Government to devise practical means to 
alleviate Jewish suffering. It was noteworthy that the audience was 
overwhelmingly non-Jewish. | 

The audience at Hull, too, was mainly non-Jewish. Among the 
speakers were the Lord Mayor, Alderman Pashby, the Sheriff, Mr. 
Rocket, Lord Strabolgi, Canon Brummer (representing Hull Catholics), 
the Rev. W. Clarke (Free Churches), Mr. G. Muff, M.P., and Mr. W. 
Windsor, M.P. A message was read from Dr. Temple, Archbishop of 
York, declaring that the country was united in horror at the 
persecutions. 

Protessor Bonamy Dobree presided over a large protest meeting 
of students at Leeds University last week. Among the speakers was 
Professor S. Brodetsky. A vigorous resolution was adopted and sent 
to the Government and the German Embassy. 

At a meeting held in the Liverpool Students’ Union, a resolution 
was passed condemning the atrocities, and copies were dispatched 
to the appropriate quarters. 

Other resolutions were passed by the Standing Committee of the 
Methodist Church Social. Welfare Department and the General Com- 
mittee of the London Teachers’ Association. 


Boycott Proposals

«POLAND MUST ADOPT NAZI MEASURES” 
_Anti-Semites’ Drive to Expel Jews 


The desire of the Polish Government to force a large-scale emigra- 
tion of Jews, which has been emphasised during the past week in the 
Press and in wireless speeches, has now assumed a more concrete form, 
which in well-informed circles is expected to be systematically and 
aninterruptedly carried through. 

This week, the entire pro-Government Press, headed by the semi- 
official GAZETA POLSKA, publish long leading articles demanding 
‘nternational action for Jewish emigration from Poland. 

The Gazeta PousKa declares that “ the attempts to limit the prob- 
lem of Jewish emigration to the problem of Jewish refugees from 
Germany will provoke in Poland not only surprise but far-reaching 
reactions. Such attempts must strengthen the attitude of those circles 
who believe that the only method which can bring about a solution 
of the Jewish problem is to apply in Poland the same sysiem as in 

he anti-Semitic Endek WARSZAWSKI DZIENNIK NaroDowy discusses 
the question with cynical brutality. “ Our Jews,” it says, “ refuse 
to believe that they will have to leave this country. It is high time 
‘hat the Government understand that the present time requires 
energetic measures. The Polish State must follow the example of 
Germany, Italy, and even Czechoslovakia, and enter upon the stage 
of a determined solution of the Jewish question by special internal 
decrees Which will force the Jews, as the German Jews have been 
forced, to apply pressure on international agencies to find territories 
for settlement outside our frontiers.” 


JEWISH STUDENT MURDERED IN LWOW 


\ Jewish student named Zellmeier, aged twenty-four, was killed 
last week when he and three other Jews were attacked by unknown 
hooligans armed with knives in the grounds of Lwow University. 
7ellmeier was a member of the Zionist students’ organisation, 
“ Maccabia,” and a son of a prominent Lwow Zionist. 

An immediate investigation into the attack has been ordered by the 
local police authorities. Professor Alexandrowicez, Vice-Minister of 
Education, has left for Lwow to take part in the investigations. 

Over 40,000 people attended Zelimeier’s funeral on Sunday. The 
Rector of Lwow University, the Dean of the Medical Faculty, and the 
Director of the Pharmaceutical Inst#fute were present, together wiih 
many delegations of Polish and Ukrainian organisations, including the 
Polish Democratic Club, the Polish Democratic Trades Unions, the 
Socialist Students’ Organisation, Zionist groups, and Jewish students’ 
organisations. 

Anti-Semitic students at Warsaw University last week picketed all 


entrances to the University and forcibly prevented Jewish students . 


from entering. Appeals to the Rector to intervene were without result. 


B’NAI B’RITH LODGES DISSOLVED 


The Polish authorities this week dissolved B'nai B'rith Lodges 
throughout Poland, on the pretext that the organisation has a “Masonic 
character.” The head offices in Warsaw were sealed. 

rhe entire property of the Lodges has been confiscated. That of 
the Warsaw, Lwow, Kattowice, and Poznan Lodges was worth very 
little, but the property of the Cracow Lodge is estimated at about 
i200. None of the branches possesses any funds in cash, | 


[he Polish authorities have given permission to fifty children among 
the 5,000 Polish-Jewish deportees in Zbonszyn to enter Poland. The 
children are to be cared for by their relatives.

MORE RUMANIAN BOMB ATTACKS 
German Nazis Applaud 


More anti-Jewish outrages have been reported from Rumania, where 
a number of attacks on Synagogues have taken place. 

Three persons were killed and eleven wounded when a bomb 
¢\ploded on Saturday in a theatre at which Jewish actors were playing 
in Timisoara, the chief city of Western Rumania. Unofficial reports 
State that forty were wounded. 

At Cluj, the capital of Transylvania, a bomb was thrown into a 
Jewish student's home, but did not explode. 

Otficials claim that the present anti-Semitic movement is fostered 
by foreign elements, says Reuter.

THE WONDER-RABBI OF MUNKACS 


Survival of Bygone Days 
A LAWGIVER AND HIS FOLLOWERS 


Sorrowful Chassidim 
[From a Special Correspondent—Munxacs, Hungary] 


Among the 25,000 Ruthenian Jews who were transferred to Hungary 
by the recent frontier revision were those of Munkacevo (now 
Munkacs), including their famous wonder-Rabbi. 

Nowhere in Europe has Jewish religious tradition remained so 
untouched by modern life as in the districts near the Carpathian 
Mountains, and nowhere in the Carpathian district has it remained 
so unchanged in its purest medieval form as in Munkacs and the neigh- 
bourhood. Here | met Jews who, in their outlook, bear not the 
slightest difference from their ancestors of hundreds of years ago. 

Progress and civilisation seem to have passed them by. They 
continue to live a life of their own under the spiritual leadership. of 
their Tsadik, whose popularity is above anyone else's in the whole 
country. Neither Masaryk nor Benes ever enjoyed a tenth of the 
popularity the Tsadik enjoyed (and enjoys) in Ruthenia and the whole 
of Czechoslovakia, and even in Poland, among the thousands of his 
adherents. 

So, being on a visit to Munkacs, I could not do otherwise than call 
upon him, and was pleasantly surprised to find myself talking to a 
handsome, dark young man with a small beard and intelligent, flashing 
eyes below a high, shapely forehead. 

This Rabbi was not sie famous Tsadik, Rabbi Spira, whom the 
Emperor Franz Joseph, of Austria, often consulted; for he died some 
time ago. The new Tsadik is his son-in-law, who, because of his 
learning and wisdom, was chosen to succeed him and lead the thousands 
of his flock. 

The Tsadik received me in a small side-room. Did he, perhaps, 
think me unworthy to enter his study? I found him surrounded by

asked me to be seated and waited for my questions. — Sergi

your youth?” 


Unchanged in a Changing World 

The Rabbi seemed prepared for my question, and had his reply 
pat. “ We oppose change for two reasons,” he said. “ First, because 
we belicve that our happiness and salvation is in the unchangeable 
Torah; and secondly because we maintain that change ts of no avail 
to the Jew. No matter how much the Jew changes, he gemains a Jew 
and will be treated accordingly. German Jewry is the best example of 
this truth.” the Tsadik added, with a note of triumph rather than 
sadness in his voice. 

“What do you think could, and should, be done to alleviate the 
terrible poverty of the local Jews?” I asked. 

Here the Rabbi became thoughtful. After a while he said: “One 
of the ways to help the Jews here is to place them on the land. We 
already have several thousand Jews working as farmers, and quite 
successful farmers. If we could find the funds we could easily find the 
land on which to settle thousands of Jews and make them lead a 
constructive life of benefit to them and other Jews as well. It would 
take away from towns many of those who are at present competing 
with other Jews and only ruining their own and somebody else's 
sources of livelihood.” 

The Rabbi spoke with determination, and I felt that what he said 
was particularly true now, after the partition of Ruthenia, when the 
poorest Jews were left in Ruthenia and the more prosperous in the 
towns had come under Hungarian rule. 


Introduction of Modern Methods ? 


But | could not help asking the Rabbi one more question. 
plan,” | said, “is a modern one. You are making use of modern 
experience and methods, You wish to engage people with old- 
fashioned. ideas you yourself help to cultivate, to carry out a most 
up-to-date scheme. Do you think that this will succeed?” 

‘The Tsadik smiled, but was getting rather impatient with my 
questioning. “I can see what you are driving at,” he said. “ You 
are anxious to insinuate that in order to have Jews carry on by modern 
methods they must be modernised themselves, at least in part. Well, 
you are mistaken, at any rate as far as Ruthentan Jews are concerned. 
We have Orthodox Jews here who would not pick an apple from a 
tree on the Sabbath and yet are the most successful farmers in the 
country. We could have thousands more of them, all Orthodox and 
doing good work on land by the most modern methods.” 

My interview was nearing the end. Jews kept on walking in and 
out—without any special purpose, it seemed to me, except to have a 
look at the Rabbi and possibly at me, the sceptic who had the audacity 
io doubt the words of their Tsadik. 

| happened to glance in the main room and saw a beautiful bunch 
of flowers placed in a fine crystal vase. The whole room was full 
of furniture of a modern design, with carpets on the floor and pictures 
on the walls. {f could not help thinking that, after all, things were 
changing, even in the Tsadik’s own life. The old Tsadik of Munkacevo. 
the Emperor's adviser, certainly had no flowers on his table and no 
pictures on his walls. Why, then—I wondered—was he keeping all 
his masses of followers in a state of fixation; why was he using the 
great influence at his command to keep thousands in the seventeenth 
century when the twentieth is here, with all its implications and need 
for a strong, united Jewry able to withstand the onslaught of the 
Hamans of modern days.

| soon learned that the Tsadik regarded Zionism as a danger and 
the Zionist leader of the same city as “* worse than Hitler“: that he 
considered other wonder-Rabbis, and particularly the famous Tsadik 
of Belz, in Southern. Poland, as a “ menace to Jewry.” 

_We parted friends—or at least, I think so. I had another glance into 
his intelligent eyes. They were smiling and shrewd. Did he believe 
in all he said to me, I wondered. _He looked contented, well satisfied 
with himself and with his deeds. But not so the group of Jews that 
had slipped in and was crowding the little room. They looked sad 
and downhearted. They were people who had come in from the street 
and Knew that the world was moving fast and moving against them 
while the contented Tsadik sat in his “palace,” as the Jews call it. 
leading a life of detachment. How long will it take, I wondered. 
before the wonder-Rabbi of Munkacevo, too, realises that the world 
has changed, that even little Ruthenia is no longer what it was when 
his ancestors first created the local Rabbinic dynasty. If his flock is 
to be led and made able to resist the blows that await them. then. I 
thought, they will need another kind of leadership. 

I left the Tsadik's “ palace” feeling that, although he had given me 
some good replies, he was unable to impart to me and those around 
any of the self-satisfaction he seems to possess, and I went away share .

MR. EDEN ATTACKS * APPEASEMENT ” 


‘* It Takes Two to Make Peace ” 
THE DANGER OF DANEGELD 


Last Tuesday, a few hours after the Nazi ScHWaRZE Korps. of 
Berlin, had attacked him as a “ professional warmonger” and aa 
“encourager of the Jewish murder gang,” Mr. Anthony Eden, MP., 
speaking at a great League of Nations Union rally at the Queen's 
Hall, London, scathingly ridiculed such silly incitement. ~ War- 
mongers,” he said, “ do not exist in Britain except as figments o! some 
overheated partisan imaginations.” 

Mr. Eden went on to claim that it took two sides to make peace. which 
was unobtainable unless both sides actively wanted it and were prepared 
to make necessary and reasonable contributions. Britain had had 
experience of Danegeld once and had found that unilateral concessions did 
not pay. Peace depended on respect for international engagements. just 
conduct between nations, and respect for the rights of all nations -greai and 
small. Firmness was not necessarily provocative, whereas weakness nught 
be. Concessions to aggressors were making the position steadily worse 
In face of the challenge that confronted the modern world, they must make 
it plain in all negotiations that they’ would uphold certain standards of 
international good faith and would not condone flagrant violations of them, 
they must show their determination to stand by, those to whom the) had 
‘given their word; and they must act on parallel lines with all who were 
like-minded. 

The new balance of power in Europe, due to the emergence of Germany, 
with its new conceptions of life and government, was, he said. the 
dominating factor to-day. Shae 
_ implacable hostility to a policy which handed over a civilised democracy 
to Nazi rule was expressed by Lady Violet Bonham-Carter. She attached the 
policy of “ appeasement.” and said that while Britain had’ a conscience, 
would never unite behind such a policy. 

Lord Lytton, who presided, denounced “settlement at someone ¢l<> 
expense,” and urged resistance to aggression wherever it might rear tts head 
They desired security for the weak as well as for the strong. The things 
Britain once stood for—freedom, honour, justice, humanity--were now 
dismissed as sentimental and unsafe. Britain no longer wished to siand 
as the champion of small peoples struggling for freedom, and opposing the 
bully who oppressed and persecuted. Instead, Britain thought it sate: 
appease the bully, “Safety first” had become the enervating ideal. 


POLISH FUND FOR DEPORTEES 
Another £1,000 Forwarded

The present position of the Jewish deportees in Poland was considered 
at a special meeting of the Executive Committee of the United ga 
Appeal recently, at which Mr. 1. Reiss, Dr. J. Helman, and Dr. 
Tartakower, members of the Central Refugee Relief Committee in Wana, 
gave reports. Dr. D. Jochelman presided. 

Mr. Reiss said that the influx of the deportees had made worse ee 
economic position of Polish Jewry. They had, however, done their utmos 
to assist the unfortunates, and had formed a Committee, under the Chau- 
manship of Professor M. Schorr, representing all sections of Polish oapet 
The Committee had already collected, in Warsaw alone, the sum of £6,000, 
as well as many articles of clothing, foodstuffs, etc. The Committee — 
doing yeoman work, but could not cope with the situation without + 
assistance from abroad. 

Dr. Helman, who had visited the Zbonszyn camp, said that man) he 
the deportees were badly injured as a result of their treatment by ¢ 
Nazis. To-day, they were housed in old barracks, stables, and pe 
condemned by the authorities as being unfit to be used for animals. Abou 
3,000 were crowded into an old mill made of timber, and were ™ 
danger of losing their lives should a fire break out. a 

Dr, Tartakower, who came from Lodz, stated that in his city there were 
at present 1,300 deportees. The local Committee were spending tg 
day, and were endeavouring to secure work for the deportees so that (ne) 
could maintain themselves.

AUTHORSHIP AND DICTATORSHIP 
Sir Norman Angell’s Appeal to Reason 


lt was in Germany, the very home of philosophy and learning, that the 
siiliest and most monstrous doctrines had suddenly taken possession of the 
minds of the millions, declared Sir Norman Angell, addressing the National 
Book Club last week on “Authorship and Dictatorship.” Lady Rhondda 
presided. The explanation of the strange phenomenon he had mentioned, 
said Sir Norman, lay in the fact that civilisation to-day, while it suffered 
from no lack of knowledge, had not learnt to apply knowledge to public 
policy and human relationship. The masses whose minds authorship had 
failed to reach had had their emotions worked upon by all the modern 
devices of broadcasting and the printed word, so that they had recently 
witnessed in Germany the subjecting of innocent men and women and litile 
chiidren to the most bestial horrors, by young men who never stopped to 
think that they could never have had any possible responsibility for the 
murder of Herr vom Rath. The Jews were the victims of unspeakable 
intam es solely because of their race. 

{here was in this country, said Sir Norman, a school for German children, 
not all ofthem Jewish, who had been taken from Germany because of the 
persecution. Recently, this haven for the most innocent victims of Nazi 
hatred had been a piace of silence. And that was because every child had 
received a letter in a shaky scrawl from his relatives with the words “ Father 
has been taken away” written upon it: 

ihey must, Sir Norman concluded, fight to the last ditch for the preserva- 
tion of freedom of discussion by which every man enjoyed the salutary 
e\perience of hearing himself contradicted, and his opinions challenged. 
Awhors must see to it that they never allowed their calling to be prostituted.

The community here in Sao Paulo consists mostly of post-war immigrants 
with some German Jews who entered here since the Naziera. We total! 
only fourteen thousand. Yet we have to our credit three large synagogues 
and several small:ronesin the suburbs. and three Jewish schools in our own 
bu ldings. We havean Ezrah tolook after the poor: anda temporary hospital 
while the mew: butiding ts being completed shortly. Then there is also our 
Sanatcrium for the Tuberculous, bu It-in the interior of the Stats, woere the 
cl mate is most suitable. Ihe building, which has been newly erected, as 
weli as the grounds of more than two rundred acres of forest land, has been 
paid for, and it is Communal property. 

Very shortly a new building will be started for an Old Age Home. and 
another tor an Orphanage. So jou will see. small as we are. we have 
taxed ourselves heavily. 

1 do so hope that a Sefer Torah will be granted for our unfortunate 
people who are stricken with tuberculosis and- who have to be kept in the 
imerior far away from any Jewish Community. On receiving a reply we 
will be only to> pleased to forward full instructions how to dispatch it. 
Being for religious needs it can enter the country free of duty.

THE DESIRE FOR UNITY 


Mr. Laski in Whitechapel 
A STORMY BUT VALUABLE MEETING 


[From our Special Correspondent] 


[here Was a Certain amount of noisy interruption throughout the 
meeting organised by the Board of Deputies of British Jews and held 
at the Rivoli Cinema, Whitechapel, on Sunday afternoon. But the 
meeting will have served a very useful purpose if it increases the 
determination, expressed by all speakers, to achieve Jewish unity. 
That. indeed, was the keynote of the meeting—and I regard the inter- 
rupters not as people who were determined to upset the meeting but 
as those who were not fully acquainted with the anti-defamation 
activities of the Board and who felt that they were being left to bear 
the brunt of the campaign against Fascist anti-Semitism. 


Mr. Cyril Pieciotto, K.C., the Chairman of the London Area Council, — 


succeeded to a great degree in quietening the discontented. by telling 
them what the Board was actually doing, what it intended to do, and 
of is desire to achieve the unity of the anti-defamation bodies. 
The other speakers, with the exception of Mr. Morris Myer, seemed 
1o me, in their passionate appeals for Jews to assist in the fight against 
defamation, to have forgotten that to an East End audience such an 
appeal is academic. There are very few East End Jews who do not 
wish to be “up and at ‘em.” What they are prepared to argue about 
is the nature and celerity of reply of the anti-defamation campaign. 

\Ir. Picciotto explained how the open-air campaign had gradually 
succeeded in building up a public opinion among fheir non-Jewish 
friends, who were slowly beginning to understand that there were 
two sides to the Jewish: problem. The campaign had fur “:mentally 
changed the attitude of the ordinary person towards th:.1. They had 
stood up time and again in Fascist infected areas. It was the rule in 
political warfare to fight the enemy on his own territory, and they did 
not want to waste time coming down to speak to Jews, save in 
exceptional circumstances. There was applause when he spoke of the 
efforts that were being made to “ put the Jewish house in order” by 
attempting to induce Jewish leaders of industry to remove any abuses 
that might exist. 

“We desire to exclude no one,” he went on. “This is a time in 
our history when unity is important. We will work with anybody who 
wants to work with us.” There would always be differences, but they 
had found that practical co-operation was possible with the Jewish 
People’s Council, a body whose zeal, enthusiasm, and sincerity he 
recognised, but with whose policy he was not in entire agreement. The 
exchange of speakers with that body had proved successful, and he 
looked forward to the time when that practical co-operation would 
take some more active form, “ United we stand and divided we fall,” 
was his final point, and he concluded amid the greatest applause. 

When Mr. Neville J. Laski, K.C., the President of the Board of 
Deputies, who presided, got up to speak, there were interruptions, but 
his personal appeal and his reminder of the services that his family 
had done for the Community brought a measure of silence. ‘ Make 
yourselves worthy,” he said, “ to be served by good servants.” He was 
going to continue his work, he said, as he knew the Jewish Community 
wanted him to, and he was not going to be deterred by scattered 
individuals. “I'm going away from this meeting heartened in the belief 
that the vast majority of Jews are going to stand behind us in our 
work“; and the applause that greeted him testified to that desire for 
united action, |

EX-BLACKSHIRT CONDEMNS 


Why He Left the B.U.F. 
DANGER OF GHETTO MENTALITY 
[From our Special Correspondent] | 


A clear explanation of why the British Union of Fascists became 
anti-Jewish and of the skilful manner in which anti-Semitic propaganda 
was first disseminated was given by Mr. C. Wegg Prosser, a former 
member of the B.U.P., last week. He was speaking at the Workers’ 
Circle, Alie Street, E., at a meeting organised by the East London 
Branch of the Jewish People’s Council. Mr. J.:Pearce, the Chairman 
of the Branch, presided. 

Mosley was forced to adopt anti-Semitism, said Mr. Prosser, because 
his movement was dying. He had the problem of putting it over not 
only in the outside world, but also within the B.U.F. itself. His first 
approach to anti-Semitism was, therefore, ‘cautious. He said: “ We 
have fought Germany once in a British quarrel, we will not fight 
Germany again in a Jewish quarrel.” This made a subtle appeal to the 
ex-Serviceman’s hatred of war. Mosley also said: “ The Jews are 
responsible for the fear of war since January 30th, 1933.” That was 
the date when Hitler came to power. Mosley sought to divert the anti- 
Hitler and anti-war feeling into anti-Jewish channels. He associated 
genuine social evils with Jewish names, and accused the whole Jewish 
people of being responsible for those evils. 

“I began to be disgusted with anti-Semitism,” said Mr. Prosser, 
“ because it became evident to me that acts of violence were not just 
incidents.” He saw growing up within the Blackshirt movement a sport 
known as “ Jew-bashing,” in which a group of Blackshirts, if they 
were six to one, would attack anyone who looked like a Jew. No 
Jew, man, woman, or child, was exempted. “Don't run away with 
the idea that it can only happen in Germany,” he warned-his audience. 
“ The Blackshirts have only gone as far as they dared. Given the

opportunity, they will do worse.” Mr. Prosser ‘said he had been a 
candidate in East London and he knew the local B.U.F. branches well. 
He had tried to stop the growth of Jew-baiting, but he had been 
personally attacked by Blackshirts for doing so. Those Blackshirts, 


he said, were the lowest people he had ever met. They even cheated 


and stole among themselves. Their gangster mentality was used by 


the B.U.F. to make them its instruments in attacking the Jews. They 


were sent to purely Jewish areas “ not to make converts but convicts, 


not for propaganda but for provocation.” 

Mr. Prosser’s advice to the Jews was not to make the great mistake 
of getting a ghetto mentality. “ The way to break down the prejudice 
created by Fascists against the Jews,” he said, “is for Jews and non- 
Jews to stand together in the same fight--for decency and democracy. 
It is not a question of the Jews alone. On the fate of the Jews 
depends the fate of every one of us.”

Another Post for John Beckett 


CAPTAIN LUDOVICTS ANTI-JEWISH SPEECH 


[From a Special Correspondent) 


On Thursday evening of last week, some 120 people assembled at 
Perdy’s Restaurant, Buckingham Gate, on the occasion of the publica- 
tion of the first issue of the New Pioneer, a monthly review, of which 
the assistant managing editor is Mr. John Beckett, late of the National 
Socialist League and the B.U.F. Viscount Lymington presided. Those 
present consisted for the most part of people under thirty-five, with 
women in the majority. 

Lord Lymington spoke of the necessity and urgency for the physical 
and mental regeneration of the English people. Mr. A. K. Chesterton, 
who resigned the editorship of AcTion last April, reiterated Lord 
Lymington’s sentiments, and, turning towards him, suggested that Lord 
Lymington was the man that England needed as a “ national saviour,” 
and that they looked to him for a lead. Lord Lymington, a shortish 
man in the early forties, with a mildly pugnacious expression, looked 
exceedingly uncomfortable. 

Captain Anthony M. Ludovici, the well-known English apologist for 
Nietzsche, delivered a violently anti-Jewish speech, speaking of. the 
recent “act of domestic sanifation” in Germany (loud laughter), deplor- 
ing the uproar it had caused in England and the United States, and 
alleging that the refugee children (* non-Europeans ©) who were coming 
here would be a charge on the taxpayers. All this evoked considerable 
upplause. Germany he described as “ that country to which we owe 
so much of our culture and whatever ts best in this land.” He was 
followed by Mr. Beckett, who expressed himself “ 100 per cent. in 
agreement with Ludovici and 95 per cent. with the other speakers.” 

Ihe tone of all the speeches was chauvinistic, and the audience was 
in complete accord. It was suggested by Mr. Beckett that similar 
suppers be held each month, in London and the Provinces, the object 
being to create an organisation around the publication. 

The paper reflects the sentiments of the speakers. as the following 
sentence shows: “ So far as is known, no single Jew has been killed in 
Germany, and so far as Berlin ts concerned, no physical violence was 
used.” Major-General J. F. C. Fuller, who has contributed articles 
to the Blackshirt Press and who was at the supper, is one of the 
contributors: so is Mr, P. Donner, Conservative M.P. for Basingstoke. 


JEWS AND DOMESTIC SERVANTS 
A British Answer to Hitler 


The Blackshirts have been curiously silent about the following letter 


which appeared in a recent issue of the North LONDON RECORDER. 
lt was written by a servant girl: 


! am a domestic servant and have worked for Jews ever since I 
came to London, four years ago (i'm Welsh). I worked for Gentiles 
in South Wales, but now | prefer working for Jews. I neither get the 
worst bed in the house nor do | work sixteen hours a day, and as far as 
aching limbs are concerned, Mr. Cousins [a gentleman to whose anti- 
Jewish letter this is a reply] made me laugh. May I suggest that Mr. 
Cousins keeps his nose out of domestic affairs and tells Mosley to do 
likewise. If such conditions as Mr. Cousins describes exist, all 1 can 
Say is its the girls own fault. There are plenty of other jobs without 
having to stay in such places. Who wants a lock and key to their 
doors? Mr. Cousins must think everyone is tarred in the same way as 
the Nazis. At least the Jews can be trusted to keep their fingers off 


things that don't belong to them. 1 wouldn't trust a Nazi with a 
thimble. 


The evidence.in a North London court case last week might also be 
quoted for the benefit of those who impute a variety of sins to the 
Jewish employer of servants. This was a case in which a domestic 


servant appeared on remand, charged with stealing from a shop. At 
a previous hearing, when she pleaded guilty, it was stated that she was 


the unmarried mother of a child now aged cighteen months. A 


detective said that she had been in bad health anda Jewish family 
had been looking after her for the last year.

MOSLEY PRESENTED WITH A SON 


Rumour of Marriage Confirmed 


A son was born in London last Saturday to Sir Oswald Mosic, jy 
an authorised statement, he announces that he and Mrs. Diana 
Guinness were married secretly two years ago, 

The statement says, in part: 

“In several instances, papers have gone so far as to name the dite 
of December 4th last, and to describe in detail the ceremony in 
Munich, a town that I have not visited for three and a half ¢ea;< 
Further reference has been made to an alleged marriage register of 
that period in that city, which I can only conclude is the second forvery 
concerning me to which ¢eértain sections of the Press have civen 
publicity in the last six weeks. 3 

“It is now necessary to publish the fact of my marriage. 
it took place just over two years ago.” 

The original story, printed in almost all national dailies. 
was that Sir Oswald Mosley and Mrs. Diana Guinness, formerly Miss 
Diana Freeman-Mitford, sister of Miss Unity Mitford and third 
daughter of Lord Redesdale, were married in the reception room of 
Herr Hitler's private offices in the Fiihrerbau in Munich about midday 
on December 4th, 1937. Herr Hitler, it was said, ac’: . 2s best man, 
and the witnesses were Herr Hitler and Herr Lammc ., chief of the 
Reich Chancellery. The ceremony was performed, continued the 
account, by the Lord Mayor of Munich, Herr Karl Fiehler, who took 
charge of the marriage certificate and had it placed in the private files 
of the city hall. The wedding was said to have been followed by a 
breakfast at which Herr Hitler was present. 

The British Union of Fascists’ statement on Monday, at their London 
headquarters, was as follows: 

Sir Oswald Mosley neither gives interviews nor makes any siate- 
ment to the Press other than to the journals of British Union. [he 
British Union organisation, however, is in a position to state cate: 
gorically that Sir Oswald Mosley has not been in Germany at a!! for 
over two years past. Therefore the alleged document of December, 
1937. to which publicity has been given in certain newspapers, either 
does not exist or is another forgery. 

It will be noticed that neither Sir Oswald nor the B.U.F. has denied 
that the marriage took place in Germany. 

Miss Diana Freeman-Mitford married the Hon. Bryan Guinness in 1929, 
The marriage was dissolved in 1933. She and her sister, Miss Unity Mitiord, 
are close personal friends of Herr Hitler. Sir Oswald Mosley married in 1920 
Lady Cynthia Curzon, daughter of Lord Curzon of Kedleston. She died of 
appendicitis in 1933. 

In October, 1936, Mosley, who, according to the SUNDaY EXPRESS, was on 4 
visit to Germany to study Nazi organisational methods, attended a mecting at the 
Deutschland Halle in Berlin. This visit followed his failure to march through 
the East End on October 4th, 1936.

** Patriotism Before Politics

ian a Jewish Lads’ Club thirty-ninth annual meeting was held 
st sunday, the Rt. Hon. Viscount Bearsted, President of the Club, 
presiding. Much has changed during the passing years,” he said,

It was gratifying, he continued, to hear that the Stepney Jewish Schools 
had completed a week of self-denial in aid of German Jewry, which, wifh 
the assistance of scholars and parents, had resulted in £35 being handed 
to the Council for German Jewry. He hoped that thé Schools’ example 
sonal be followed by the many who had not so far contributed to the 

al. 

Viscountess Bearsted distributed the prizes to club members and also 
addressed them. 

Mr. Herbert Adler, President of the Stepney Jewish Schools, said he 
was pleased to hear that the Friday evening gatherings in the Club were 
still being maintained. It was a pity, however, that no attempt had been 
made to start a class for the study of modern Jewish history. “Is it not 
worth while,” he asked, “to know how we, as Jews, have managed to 
survive?” The only form of rent that the Schools, whose premises the 
Club used, required, he said, was the knowledge that the boys were loyal 
to the Club. 

Mr. S. Amstell spoke of the inspiration that had been given to the 
Club by such people as Denzil Myer, Gerald Samuel, and Leonard Stern, 
all of whom had made the “ great sacrifice ” during the War. The Club, he 
said, in common with all other A.J.Y. clubs, would hold a “ self-denial ” 
week for German Jewry. 

Mr. T. J. Phillips also spoke. 

Mr. S. S. Ofstein, the Hon. Secretary, presented the annual report, and 
said the past year’s work had been the best for twelve years, 

Mr. D. Price, the Club Captain, thanked Lord Bearsted for his continued 
association with the Club. . 

Among the visitors were Mr. and Mrs. A. S. Hyman, Mrs. Herbert Adler, 
Mr. Prestbury, Mr. L. Rosenfeld, Captain Deacon, Miss Rose, Mr. G. M. 
Fay, and Mr. and Mrs. Douglas Schonfeld. A detachment of the 7th

R. Stuart Lindseil in the larger parts.

GETTING THE BROAD OUTLINES 


Busch Conducts Popular Programme 


Fritz Busch, known in England chiefly as “ the Glyndebourne cons 
ductor,” took charge of the London Symphony Orchestra on Monday, 
with what some would call a very hackneyed programme: Mozarts 
“ Magic Flute” Overture, Beethoven's Eighth, and Brahms’ Second 
Symphonies. That is not fair to the critics, for such a programme 
leaves them little to say, unless the performance happens to be down- 
right bad, which, of course. it was far from being. Busch evidently 
takes the view that the main thing is to get the broad outlines ol 
the music right, and to leave the finer details, if they should happen 
to need attention, at the expense of these broad outlines. The ~ Magic 
Flute * Overture,” for instance, could have had more lightness in ils 
treatment, and though the Eighth Symphony is full of jollity, 11 has 
its finer moments. But the performance, by and large, was com- 
mensurate with Beethoven's stature, and most Beethoven devotees ould 


‘not ask tor more than that. 


A SINGER OF REAL PROMISE 


Ethel Lyon, who gave a recital at the Wigmore Hall on Tuesday, had 


‘a very interesting programme to offer, and backed it up with some 


decidedly interesting though rather unequal 
singing. The first group of songs, which 
included three of the seventeenth century, 
and also Handel's “ Hear Ye Israel,” were 
a little disappoiniing, for they exploited 
the upper register too consistently to allow 
the singer to do full justice to her voice, 
which happens to be particularly pleasant 
—even lovely at times—in the middle 
register. In the higher register, she tends 
to force her noies, so that they are inclined 
to burst out from the lips rather than 
come easily from the throat.

ABEL PANN AND LUDWIK BLUM 


Abel Pann has lived for twenty-five years in Palestine, and the 
Strange and moving beauty of the country and its inhabitants ha¢ 
made Mr. Pann want to recreate, or interpret, the story of the Bible, 
using the natives of that land as the models for his characters. ey 

It is one of the astonishing things about Palestine that life is lived 
there very much as it must have been lived four thousand years 
ago. When one stands on the Judean Hills and sees an Arab, a 
magnificent figure in dirty whites, yellows, and rust reds, sowly 
stalking over those rocky slopes with a lamb slung round his neck, 
exactly as one sees it in the Phoenician bas-reliefs, it is impossible 
not to realise the Bible more vividly. | 
_ At the Fine Art Society, Mr. Pann shows some splendid studies 
in pastel of beduin types. 

.” Sarah” is a lovely picture of a very young girl, gazelle-eyed and 
withdrawn, burdened with an enormous and complicated head- 
dress and jingling with gold ornaments. The sombre but rich colours 
and the small head and narrow body make this picture poignant. 

The “Study for the Last Supper” is better than the finished 
picture, the subtleties of tone, especially of the background, adding 
greatly to the dramatic interest. 

“Shem, Ham, and Japheth” are a jolly trio of heads, beautifully 
drawn, and “Jesus Appearing Before the Wise Men” is a well- 
constructed composition. 

Mr. Pann uses pastel in the grand manner, and his methods and 
outlook have very much altered since his last exhibition. His 
technique is astonishing, and although sometimes his pictures fail 
through a lack of sensitivity in colour and a tendency to be over- 
decorative at the expense of reality, often they achieve a certain 
— owing to the obvious interest he has in these beautiful 
people. 


Ludwik Blum has painted with infinite pains and no mean_ 


capability a large panoramic view of Jerusalem. It is a forthright 


and admirable painting, but I prefer the smaller “ Mount of Olives,” . 


which ts _a quiet and painter-like work. 
OLIVER MESSEL AND DONALD TOWNER 


At the Leicester Galleries, two artists of widely different aspect 
are giving representative shows. 

Oliver Messel is well known as a brilliant theatrical designer and 
maker of masks. He is giving his first exhibition of paintings. To 
walk into that room of paintings is rather like taking part in a 
pleasant wish-fulfilment dream. All the women are rich and beauti- 
ful, all the men are handsome and distinguished, the still-lifes are 
of orchids or camellias, the genre pictures in the elegant manner of 
Watteau. Mr. Messel has an astonishingly clever technique, he knows 
his craft, and it is a pleasure to see the pretty way he puts a picture 
together and the delicate pinks, blues, and greys he so subtly inter- 
weaves. The decorative quality is undeniable, and there is an 
enormous amount of good, taste. It is all quite lovely and quite 
meaningless. 

There are, however, two pictures that can be called real pictures: 
“ Girls Eating Ices at a Black Forest Wedding” has tenderness and 
sincerity. Also the “ Ballet Rehearsal” is an attempt at co-ordinating 
heures in movement with light and colour. 
| The paintings of Donald Towner are another kettle of fish. This 
is Mr. Towner’s first exhibition, too, but how different an aspect 
these two possess. 

There is a restfulness and a singleness of purpose manifested here 
that is rarely found in these days of confusion and stress. It is particu- 
larly refreshing. Mr. Towger paints as if he loved painting, as if 
he loved the countryside not only for its superficial beauty but with 
deep knowledge, as if-he loved the quiet formality of London stones 
and bricks. He is never hurried or careless, He paints in the true 
tradition of Constable and Wilson.

Prices recovered 
sharply at first, though with traffics still poor the best levels have not 
been held. 


OVERSEAS BANKING 


The steady progress shown by Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonnal, 
and Overseas), Ltd., for a number of years past was continued in the 
year to September 30th last.

Plans for New Buildings Approved 
{COMMUNICA TED] 


On the unanimous recommendation of the General Committee, the Board 

of Directors and the Committee of Management, at a meeting held at the 
Jewish Maternity Hospital, Underwood Road, E, recently, unanimously 
passed the following resolution: 
That, in appreciation .of the many benefactions to the Hospital of the late 
Viscount and Viscountess Bearsted, and in view of the important position which 
the new hospital shortly to be built in North London will hold in the hospital 
and nursing world, the title of the Corporation be enlarged by the addition of the 
words  Bearsted Memorial Hospital,” so that the new title shall read Bearsted 
Memorial Hospital Gewish Maternity Hospital Incorporated).” 
_ It was reported that the King Edward's Hospital Fund for London had 
épproved the plans for the new hospital buildings at Lordship Road, Stoke 
Newington, and that work on the buildings would begin at an early date. 
Details of the cost ofthe scheme showed that the total cost of the buildings 
and equipment would amount to approximately £88,000, of which £48,000 
Stil remained to be found. 

[he Committee agreed that the new hospital should continue to admit 
Patients of all creeds, and it was anticipated that the larger hospital would 
Feceive an increasing number of non-Jewish patients, as many rehousing 
Schemes are going forward in the locality.

Glowing Tribute to the Yishuy 


Mr. Matcotm MacDonacp (Colonial Secretary) opened the debate 
on Palestine in the House of Commons last week with an important 
statement of policy. He said: 

| hope that | may appeal to hon. Members this afternoon, when we 
are about to enter into discussions with representatives of the Arabs 
and the Jews in London, to conduct this debate with such a wise 
judgment that no word which ts spoken here shall prejudice the chance 
of these discussions bearing at last the fruit of an Arab-Jewish 
agreement. 

The powerful military and police forces which are now at the disposal 
of the Government are steadily and surely re-establishing the authority 
of the Government throughout the land. 

We all know that certain interested propagandists have been levelling 
rany foul charges against the conduct of our troops. I see a good 
many things in the Colonial Office, but I have never seen any evidence 
in support of these charges. On the contrary, the whole world knows 

- that the reoccupation of the Old City of Jerusalem a few weeks ago 
was an example of the way in which British troops can with perfect 
humility, as well as perfect success, conduct a delicate military operation 
in the midst of a civilian population. But the real problem in Palestine 
is not a military problem but a political problem. Our troops can 
restore order; they cannot restore peace. The Government have to do 
that; this House has to do that, 


“ The Jews are in Palestine not on 
Sufferance, but by Right” 


Since 1922, more than 250,000 Jews have entered Palestine and settled 
there. Their achievement has been remarkable. They have turned 
sand dunes into orange groves. They have pushed ever-farther into 
wasie land the frontiers of cultivation and settlement. They have 
created a new city, housing to-day 140,000 souls, where before there 
was only bare seashore. There is no knowing where their achievement 
might end if Palestine were empty of all other populations and could 
be handed over to them in full ownership. The Jews are in Palestine 
not on sufferance but by right, and to-day, under the lash of persecution 
in Central Europe, their eagerness to return to their own homeland is 
multiplied a hundredfold. The tragedy of a people who have no 
country has never been so deep as it is this week. The sympathy of 
-our Own countrymen, their anxiety to do everything they can to help 
the persecuted Jews, has never been so firm as it is to-day. But | 
hope that we are not going to allow our horror at the plight into 
which these people have been thrown to warp our cool and just 
‘udgment on the difficult problem of Palestine to-day. 

[ must utter this word of warning. When we promised to facilitate 
‘he establishment of a national home for Jews in Palestine, we never 
anticipated this fierce persecution in Europe. We have made no 
promise that that country should be the home for everyone who is 
seeking to escape from such an immense calamity, and even if there 
were no other population in Palestine, its rather meagre soil could not 


in fact support more than a fraction of those Jews who may wish to . 


escape from Europe. The problem of the refugees in Central Europe 
cannot be settled in Palestine. It has to be settled over a far wider 
field than that. Palestine, of course, can make its contribution: it is 
making a contribution to-day. At the present time, despite the dis- 
turbances, Jewish emigrants are going to Palestine week after week at 
the rate of about 1,000 a month. The Jewish Agency naturally, in 
the light of recent events, are now anxious that the rate of immigration 
Shall be greatly increased. I saw two representatives of the Agency on 
Monday and they spoke to me about it. 1 asked them to let me have 
their proposals complete in every detail. Those proposals reached me 
this morning, and they will, of course, receive at once my most careful 
consideration, and I shall consult about them with the High Com- 
missioner in Jerusalem. But I must in all honesty say this: The Gevern- 
ment have often been charged with having no policy in Palestine, or 
else they have been charged with having a policy and then wobbling 
on it, changing theis mind. The Government announced a short time 
ago what the next definite stage in its policy would be. That is a 
policy of discussions with Arabs and Jews in London, and we are going 
to abide by that conference. We cannot do anything now which might 
prejudice the chance of those discussions ending successfully. It is in 
the best interests of the Jews themselves that future policy in Palestine 
should as far as possible be based on a wide agreement. 


Understandable Arab Alarm 


The second people who are involved in this bitter controversy in 
Palestine are the Arabs. They have lived in the country for many 
centuries. They were not consulted when the Balfour Declaration 
was made, nor when the Mandate was framed, and during the post- 
War years, they have watched with occasional angry protests this 
peaceful invasign by an alien people. They have watched the buying 
up of their lands, they have watched Jewish settlements spreading ever 
farther over the countryside. They have been compelled to recognise 
the superior energy and skill and wealth of that wonderful people;

Certainly I do not think they could 
know that as a result of the coming of the British administration, with 
the coming of the Jews and because of the coming of the Jews, that 
Arab population would increase rapidly. The Jews brought with them 
money, and development work provided extra livelihood.  \iodern 
health services, which were extended not only to Jews but to Arabs, 
gave the individual a further lease and security of life. Since 1922. 
the Arab population in Palestine has, scarcely at all by migration from 
outside and almost entirely by natural increase, gone up from some- 
thing over 690,000 to 990,000 persons. Perhaps I should add that itis 
calculated that the total of 990,000 Arabs in Palestine to-day wi)! have 
become 1,509,000 Arabs within twenty years from now. 


What the Jews have dene for the Arabs 


That remarkable and significant set of facts leads to two reflections. 
In the first place, I think it must upset at any rate some of the calcula- 
‘tions about how many Jews could be settled in Palestine without 
prejudicing the rights and position of the Arab population. bu. as | 
say, there are two sides to that state of things.

The Forthcoming Discussions 


So the Government have proposed that discussions should take place 
in London. They will probably be, in the first instance, discussions 
hetween the Government and the Arab representatives and discussions 
hetween the Government and the Jewish representatives, but we hope 
that they will develop before long into a discussion between all three 
parties meeting round a common table. The Government will, of 
course, enter those discussions bound by its obligations under the 
Mandate to Jews and to Arabs, bound by its duty to Parliament, and 
o the other members of the League of Nations, and to the United 
States of America; but we shall not seek to prevent either the Arab 
representatives OF the Jewish representatives from offering arguments 
as to why the Mandate should be changed. The discussions will be 
full, frank, and free; and therefore, | am sure the House will not expect 
me to say more at this stage about the policy which the Government 
uself will pursue in the course of those discussions. I hope that it will 
be possible for the discussions to start in London within the next few 
weeks. If they cannot start before Christmas, I hope they will start 
at the very latest at the beginning of January, for it is imperative that 
the present uncertainty should be brought to an end as soon as possible. 
it is of the highest importance that policy should be formulated and 
clearly declared. For that reason, if the discussions in London do not 
vield some kind of understanding between the three parties within a 
reasonable period of time, then the Government will itself take full 
responsibility, in the light of its examination of the question, following 
the Peel and Woodhead Reports, and in the light of the discussions 
themselves, for formulating and declaring future policy. 


MR. HERBERT MORRISON'S CRITICISM 
Discussion is Not Policy 


Mr. HERBERT, Morrison (Lab., Hackney, S.) replied for the Opposi- 
tion and criticised the Government on the ground that its only policy 
now was discussion. He complained that the Government were not 
permitting one additional Jew to enter Palestine as a consequence of the 
terrible events in Europe, particularly in view of Mr. MacDonald's 
own statement that Jewish immigration was advantageous to the Arabs. 
He wanted to. know whether the Government still stood by the Balfour 
Declaration, and reminded the House that Transjordan had already 
been “lopped off” from Jewish immigration. Like Mr. MacDonald, 
he paid tribute to the Jews as colonisers, and he spoke of the additional 
labour that was urgently required in Palestine—22,000 labourers in the 
coming Orange-picking season. He pleaded for more training schemes 
in Palestine, and spoke of his own “ amazing experiences * when he was 
there. Part of the trouble was that the Government had not realised 
that this was a modern economic and social problem and not a back- 
ward colonial. problem. He asked the administration to encourage 
local government, from the experience of which national government 
would follow, and instanced the scandalous obstruction of Tel-Aviv's 
efforts to develop its sanitary and general municipal amenities. He 
pleaded that the administration should help “ to lift up the status, the 
intelligence, and the spirit of co-operation among the masses of Arab 
people * and not preserve “ the class sympathy with the well-to-do and 
employers which generally characterises it.” He urged that the Jews 
should be allowed to arm in self-defence and in co-operation with the 
Arabs who are being terrorised. He concluded with the suggestion 
that this debate was the test of whether the previous Monday's 
resolution of sympathy with the refugees meant business. 

Mr. K. W. M. PicktHorn (Con., Cambridge University) welcomed 
the ins itations to the Arab States to attend the forthcoming discussions, 
which, he said, should be for the management of Palestine and not the 
relic! of the Jews, He felt that political Zionism had had the effect of 
sSumulating anti-Semitism and said that any insistence now on “an 
excessively Zionist application of the Balfour promise ” was contrary 
to the interests of the Jews. There is, he said, a genuine Arab 
nationalist movement in the sense that the great mass of the Arab 
Population is behind it. He concluded: If political Zionism and 
Palestinian peace prove to be incompatible, there can be no sort of 
Shadow of doubt upon which side lies the duty to His Majesty's 
Government. 


Arab Prosperity Depends on the Jews 


_ SIR ARCHIBALD SINCLAIR (Lib., Caithness) denied that Zionism was 
in any Way responsible for anti-Semitism, instancing Great Britain and 
the U.S.A. as countries where there was much Zionism but little anti- 
Semitism, compared with Germany and Rumania, where matters 
were the other way round. He then praised the “shining faith and 
Courage and determination of the Jews.” and criticised the “ infirmity 
of purpose” of the Palestinian administration. Turning his back on 
the past he wished well to the new Colonial Secretary. Quoting facts 
support, he claimed that the prosperity of the Arabs depended on the 
;Ontinuance of Jewish immigration. Moreover, the Jewish population 
had increased by only 310,000 since 1919, whereas the Arab population 
ad increased by 390,000. He suggested that the U.S.A. and the League 
or Nations should be invited to send an observer to the forthcoming 
Scussions, Referring to attempts at an Arab-Jewish understanding, 
gee “The Jews have made repeated and constant efforts. They 
Te ate taken care to see that land or alternative occupations are 
aad or Arab cultivators who are displaced by development schemes, 
» On the larger questions of high policy, never has the right hon. 
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a Or any of his predecessors summoned Jews and Arabs to 
© conicrence table, but the Jews have accepted and done their best to 
contribute 'o a solution of the problem. The right hon. gentleman 
ener gi say the same for the Arabs.” The Government, he said, 

ust stand by the Mandate. The record of the Jews during the War 
and in Palestine demanded that, no less than the urgent needs of the 
refugees. “In Palestine, immigrants can be absorbed safely and 
rapidly. You cannot take millions of refugees from Europe into 
Palestine, but you can take scores of thousands. And where else, in 
the next lew years, can you take scores of thousands?” There was no 
justification for abandoning the principle of economic absorptive 
capacity. In particular, he asked that the Yishuv should be allowed 
to take the 10,000 refugee children it had asked for. 


MR. CHURCHILL’S TEN-YEAR PLAN 
New Ratio for Jewish. Immigration 


Mr. WINSTON CHURCHILL (Con., Epping) attacked the past record 
ot the Government, and said: “ When I coined the phrase of economic 
absorptive capacity I cannot think, so far as my memory serves me, 
that | meant to exclude other considerations. Obviously, economic 
absorptive capacity was to be interpreted in regard to the general 
political situation of the country. It was to be interpreted by the 
British Government, pledged to the Zionist experiment, and naturally 
that Government and any office like the Colonial Office must watch its 
Steps and pick its steps from day to day.” He continued: 

Since I have reproached the Government with being unable to make 
up their mind I will run the risk, and it is a considerable risk for a 
private Member, of offering a positive plan which I trust may be 
unfolded to its end without judgment, favourable or hostile, being 
formed upon it, in any quarter of the House. It is a plan based on the 
principle of perseverance, and it is a ten-year plan. Roughly, it is to 
hx the immigration of the Jews into Palestine for ten years at a certain 
figure which at the end of the ten-year period will not have decisively 
altered the balance of the population as between Arab and Jew. Let 
us look at the means of determining that figure. In the first place, we 
must consider this fact, stressed to-day in a way which I have not 
heard it stressed before in Parliament—the great increase in the Arab 
population during the time of the Zionist policy. Actually the increase 
of the Arab population, according to the census figures, has been almost 
as great as that of the Jewish population; according to the figures of the 
Woodhead Report it has been considerably greater. 

I entirely agree that this great increase in the Arab population dis- 
poses at once of the suggestion that they are being driven out by Jewish 
immigrants. They are, on the contrary, being brought into Palestine, 
into the sunlight of life by the very process we are pursuing and which 
we are determined to pursue. It would seem that in the last fifteen 
years an increase of 300,000, according to the census figures, has taken 
place in the Arab population and 315,000 1n the Jewish population. 
Therefore, it would seem to me, having regard to our wartime pledges, 
that it would obviously be right for us to decide now that Jewish 
immigration into Palestine shall not be less in any given period than 
the growth of the Arab population arising largely from the animating 
and fertilising influence of the Jews. That is one factor which we can 
adopt in fixing the quota. The average increase in the Arab population 
is 20,000 to 25,000 a year, and the Colonial Secretary has indicated 
that they look forward to an increase up to 1,500,000 in the next 
twenty years. It is perfectly clear, therefore, that Jewish immigration 
is no inroad on the Arab population as long as it keeps pace with the 
growth of the Arab population. Therefore, the first element in the 
quota should be the increase in the Arab population, and that gives the 
Jews. the Zionists, an interest in stimulating an increase in the Arab 
population, helping them in their employment and bringing the two 
into a common interest in the matter. 


35,000 Immigrants a Year 


The neat guestiea is by how much should this figure of annual 
growth of the population be exceeded in consequence of our pledge to 
establish a Jewish National Home in Palestine. I should feel a 
difficulty myself in giving an exact figure, but it seems to me that we 
owe it to the Arabs to offer them now that immigration shall not be so 
great in the ten-year period as to derange seriously the existing balance 
between the Jew or Arab populations. That would be a great assurance 
to the Arabs. The right hon. gentleman spoke of their having fear. 
I would give them an assurance that in ten years—it ts a long period in 
the present condition of the world and one which eyes pierce with great 
difficulty—their position will be substantially what it is to-day; that 
they will be in a large majority in the country. I quite agree that you 
cannot expect Palestine to absorb the whole of the exodus of the Jews 
from other countries, but the figure of immigration is one which should 
be settled. There is the crux of the matter; that is the question around 
which fighting is going on, and I think it should be settled on a ten-year 
basis. First fix the quota of your immigration and then give this 
overriding assurance to the Arabs that in the ten-year period they will 
not be submerged. That is a policy which would, I imagine, yield an 
immigration figure of between 30,000 and 35,000 a year, if the forecasts 

m 1 aoe to me that we have to take a decision on this point. It will 
be said: “ Suppose the Arabs do not agree.” In that case, as I have 
indicated already, I think we should feel that we have made them a 
reasonable offer, and if they do not accept it within a certain time I 
think we should be entitled to consider our special obligations to them 
discharged. We should then be compelled to look around for methods 
of fulfilling our Mandate which would not compel us to keep a very 
large proportion of the British Army always on guard in Palestine, at 
enormous expenditure to this House and with very serious seman ge 
of our military system. If we have not the goodwill and agreement o 
the Arabs on this ten-year plan, we must look to other means in _ 
country to discharge our policy, and this can only be found, .. re 
Arabs will not hearken to our counsels and will not accept any : er, 
in the strong armament of the Jewish population and the main reliance 
of the British administration in Palestine upon Jewish military strength, 
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Of course, in the event of the Arabs refusing to come to agree- 
ment, there would be in that case no arbitrary limit upon im tion, 
We should offer them a limit for their consent, but if their consent 
is not forthcoming and we have to rely on these other elements to 
maintain our security, ety must have flo upward bar except what 
is practically possible in that respect. 

it used to be represented that the Jews in Palestine would be speedily 
destroyed if they were left alone to face the Arabs. I am bound to say 


‘that that was the impression on my mind some years ago; but the 


situation has changed. Although the Jewish colonies have not been 
protected by the Imperial Government they have held their own 
without difficulty and not one of them has been seriously attacked. 


‘Very high authorities, some of whom have been in contact with the 


right hon. gentleman, fresh from Palestine, have assured me that within 
a short period the Jewish population could not only hold their own in 
Palestine but could, if they chose, do very much more. Thus it 
seems to me that the elements of a settlement are present, provided 
that the British Government produce a clear plan and stand by it. 


Mr. Wedgwood Throws Cold Water 
Sie Ernest Bennetr (Nat. Lab. Cardiff. C.) asked that the 


_ Palestinian Christians should be represented at the forthcoming 


discussions. He hoped the Zionists would not again have the last word, 
as he alleged they had in the past. 

Mr. J. C. WepGwoop (Lab., Newcastle-under-Lyme) felt the British 
Government was capitulating to the Arab States. The proper tactic, 


., he said, was to adopt a policy first and then present it to the conference. 


He supported Mr. Churchill's suggestion. Giving examples of lack of 
co-ordination between the civil and military authorities in Palestine, 
he suggested that. the Government's attitude would be vastly different 
if those murdered were Englishmen instead of Jews. The German 
Government. he said, would/ be at the back of the Round-Table 
Conference. The terror could be ended at once if the doors of Palestine 
were opened wide to the Jews. 

Sir WaLTER Smices (Con., Blackburn) praised the work of the Jews 
in Palestine, and suggested that the King of Iraq should solve the 
problem of his own labour shortage by offering work to Palestinian 
Arabs. 

Mr. J. McGovern (LL.P., Shettleston), giving his past experiences 
of Palestine. said that the antagonism between Jew and Arab had been 
artificially stimulated, and the terror was as much against the Arabs 
as the Jews. He quoted a statement made by Sir Charles Warren in 
1875 to the effect that, properly developed, Palestine could hold 
15,000,009 people. It was the Arab landlords who were resisting this 
development, and the Government should not tolerate such resistance. 
The Jews had given all the benefits of their scientific knowledge to the 
Arabs. 

Mr. Ratpn Beaumont (Con., Portsmouth, C.) said the cause of Arab 
unrest was threefold—the uncertainty as to the true significance of the 
MacMahon pledge, the desire for self-government, and the fear of 
Jewish domination. He criticised the exclusion of the Mufti from the 
forthcoming discussions. 


Use Transjordan! 


Capt. Victor Cazacet (Con., Chippenham) still stood by Partition, 
and advocated that Jewish refugees should settle in Portuguese West 
Africa. He went on to suggest a great settlement of Arabs in Trans- 
jordan to relieve the congestion in Palestine, and reminded the House 
that fifty years ago, when the Baghdad railway was being discussed, it 
was proposed that twenty miles on each side of the railway be handed 
over to Jews trom Russia and Poland. That land was still capable of 
development and would bring immense benefit to the Arab countries. 

L1.-Com. R. FietcHer (Lab., Nuneaton) paid high tribute both to 
the military and the civil administration in Palestine, particularly the 
District Commissioners, and blamed the Colonial Office for past 
indetermination. He suggested that land should in future be sold only 
to the Mandatory Power, which should lease it on the advice of a joint 
board of Jews and Arabs. He also supported Mr. Churchill's immigra- 
tion policy, and referred hopefully to the possibilities of Jewish 
immigration into Transjordan, Syria, and Irag to “ revive an old and 
glorious civilisation athwart the trade routes to India and to China.” 

Major Sik RALPH GLYN (Con., Abingdon) referred to his associations 
with Lawrence of Arabia, who, he said, “ towards the end of his life. 
realised that he must not do anything to make his friends the Arabs 
think that it was not possible for Jew and Arab to work together.” 
Major Glyn believed there was a chance of some kind of federal 
scheme in Syria, Iraq, and Transjordan when the Arabs. in their own 
interests, would welcome the settlement of the Jews. 


White Paper Welcomed 


Mr. Tom Wiitiams (Lab., Don Valley) praised the White Paper, and 
opposed Mr. Churchill's scheme as a further whittling down of the 
Balfour Declaration. He drew a picture of miraculous Jewish colonisa- 
tion continually retarded by the local administration and of loyal 
Arabs deserted by the same administration, and he hoped that the new 
Colonial Secretary would reverse this process. He suggested that the 
U.S.A. and Poland should be represented at the discussions. on the 
ground that the need for a Jewish National Home is now greater than 
ever, and he asked for the Negev to be opened to the Jews. 

EaRL WINTERTON (Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster), replying 
for the Government, thanked the House for the temper of the debate. 
He assured Members that any understanding arrived at as a result 
of the discussions would be submitted to Parliament for approval, and 
said that “the National Home in Palestine and the statements of 
previous Governments about the National Home for Jews in Palestine 
and the Balfour Declaration still stand.” He promised to consider, in 
conjunction with the High Commissioner, the admission of refugee 
children. Proposals such as Mr. Churchill had made would “ naturally 
come up for discussion at the conference.” As regards the suggestion 
that the Administration should arm the Jews, he said: “I think a 
policy of that kind would be an abrogation of our responsbilities as a 

Mandatory Power, and the result of such a policy would have most 


‘lamentable results in neighbouring countries like Egypt, Arabia, Lraq, 


and Moslem India.”

A MATTER OF EXPERIENCE 
BY AUNTIE 
NE of the obstacles to human progress is 
()ire fact that it is not possible to transmit 
*xperience from generation § to 
another. The son has to learn all the lessons 
that his father learned. It is only after a long 
period of evolution that certain instinctive 
characteristics become implanted in the human 
species. For example, I suppose that an 
instinctive “ traffic sense may become part of 
the equipment of town-living human beings, 
whercas a former generation would not have it, 
the need for it not having developed. But the 
fact remains that children cannot begin men- 
tally where their parents leave off, and a child 
does not know that a glowing coal is hot until 
it learns that fact for itself. 
LEARNING 
The Rabbis compare a child to a blank sheet 
ot paper that has stil to be written on; an 
adult ts like a paper covered with close writing. 
Where each generation has the advantage over 
its predecessor is that it has at its disposal a 
greater volume of material from which to 
learn. . Nevertheless, it ts curious that with all 
the lessons of history to guide us we somehow 
reject those lessons and believe that the past 
has nothing to teach us. Those who have been 
through the horrors of war fail to bring home 
to another generation its misery and futility. 
And with all the annals of history to prove the 
ultimate fate of tyrants and tyrannies, we still 
have them. The blessings of human freedom, 
the curse. of persecution and oppression, these 
lessons of the past seem to have been forgotten 
in many lands. Human experience is not 
transmitted. 
HEREDITY 
Heredity, too, plays strange tricks. We are 
composed of many layers, just as the soil of 
the earth. If you look at a cliff, you may see 
some of these strata exposed to your gaze, loam 
on chalk, chalk on hard limestone, limestone 
on volcanic rock, and so on. All sorts of 
processes, atmospheric and other, act and 
react on these strata, modifying them and 
-breaking them up. I have been to the top of 
Vesuvius, and have seen how the different 
levels of the volcano provide a very interesting 
example of this kind of modification. The 
same sort of thing happens with human beings. 
Just as in earth-formations there may be a 
break or “ fault.” so that, for example, a gold 
reef may suddenly disappear, to crop up miles 
away, sO in human beings there are often 
eurious “ throw-backs.” A child of decent 
parents May turn out a criminal, reverting 
perhaps to some remote ancestor who 
perchance was a bandit. 
THROW-BACKS 
It is in this way that I attempt to explain 
the extraordinary behaviour of many Germans 
to-day. They may be “ throw-backs” to the 
Huns, who, with fire and slaughter, overran 
the Roman Empire. We have only to read the 
historian Gibbon to learn what kind of 
creatures these were. It was, perhaps, after 
writing that melancholy story that Gibbon 
declared that “ history is little more than the 
‘gister of the crimes, follies, and misfortunes 
of mankind.” That is a partial view, for 
history tells also of the noble deeds, wisdom. 
and strivings of humanity. There is another 
kind of “ throw-back “—the child of debased 
parentage emerging as a_ benefactor of 
humanity. Therein lies some hope. Otherwise 
one would have to despair of the future of 
a people that has reverted to barbarism. To 
what does this rambling discourse lead? Let 
us, at least, strive to make the most of the best 
wisdom of the ages. If our personal experience 
be limited, let us make good use of the 
experience of the sages of yore. We need not 
be a mighty people. I am quite content to 
belong to what Dryden called “ the tribe of 
God Almighty’s gentlemen.”
